2a the UAE, be said he was carrying proposals for 
Arab Gulf leaders on ending the 6Vi-year-old Iran-Iraq war and to 
guarantee security and navigation in the Gulf, the Strait of Hormuz and 
the Indian Ocean. INA said Mr. Petrovsky toured Basra, Iraq’s second 
largest dty, and expressed “pain for the traces of shelling on its living 
quarters." Basra was the focus of an Iranian cross-border offenave 
launched on Jan. 9. Mr. Petrovsky was quoted as saying: “The issue of 
ending the war by peaceful means has become a must."

The executives said Iraqi jets 
attacked the supertanker off the Irani an coast.

LISBON (R) — Angolan fighters 
shot down over southern Angola 
a small aircraft piloted by a U.S. 
citizen on a suspected spying mis- 
sion for South Africa, the official 
Angolan news agency Angop said 
Friday. Angop, monitored in Lis- 
bon, said the plane, which it did 
not identify, was downed last 
Tuesday over Otchindjau, in 
\ Cunene Province, which borders 
South African-ruled Namibia 
(South West Africa). It said the 
1 pilot, who was rescued and in 
good health, had a U.S. passport 
with him but did not name him. 
Angop quoted military sources in 
the southern dty of Lubango as 
saying they believed the pilot 
could have been on a spying' 
mission for the South African 
armed 'forces. 

Syrian to join 
space mission in July 

MOSCOW (R) — A Syrian cos- 
monaui will blast into earth orbit 
on July 22 with two Soviet com- 
rades on a miss ion to the Mir 
space station, the official news 
agency TASS said Friday. Two 
Syrian pilots, Mohammad Fans 
and Munir Habib, have been 
preparing for more than a year at 
the Soviet training centre outside 
Moscow. One will be chosen 
shortly before the flight. The 
Soviet press has said the mission 
will last July 30. The crew will 
join cosmonauts Yuri 
Romanenko and Alexander 
Laveikin, who have been working 
aboard Mir since Feb. 8. 

Freed Briton 
. thanks Qadhafi 

ROME (AP) — Libya’s- JANA 
news agency Friday quoted a 
Scottish engineer jailed for in- 
dustrial spying five years ago as 
saying he was treated well in 
prison and thanking Muaromar 
Qadhafi for intervening for his 
release. The British Foreign 
Office in London said Thursday 
that Libya has freed Robert Max- 
well, 39, and that he was ex- 
pected to leave for Britain over 
the weekend. JANA said it inter- 
viewed Mr. Maxwell and his wife, 
Grace, in a Tripoli hotel Thurs- 
day night. The Libyan News 
Agency quoted Mr. Maxwell as 
thanking Colonel Qadhafi and 
saying that in prison “everything 
I wanted was granted to me and 
everybody treated me really 
good." 

France holds 8 
bombing suspects 

PA-RIS (R) — French authorities 
have charged two Moroccans and 
are holding six ether men of 
Middle Eastern and North Afri- 
can origin in connection with 
bomb attacks in Paris last year, 
judicial sources said Friday. The 
two Moroccans were charged in 
secret on Monday with conspira- 
cy and illegal possession of arms 
and explosives, the sources 
added. The others held are four 
Lebanese, a Lebanese-born 
Senegalese and an Algerian. The 
action against the two Moroccans 
brings to 10 the number of people 
charged in connection with the 
bombings which killed 13 people 
and injured more than 160 in the 
French capital in March and 
September last year. 
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PLO leaders finalise 
Algiers resolutions

PALESTINIAN leaders were on Friday put- 
ting the final touches on resolutions expected 
to be. endorsed at the closing session of the 
Palestine National Council (PNC) on Satur- 
day that would determine the future political 
line to be followed by the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation (PLO). 


Informed sources told the Jor- 
dan Times the resolutions co- 
vered five main topics discussed 
by the PNC’s Political Committee 
on Friday: 

Hie first states that the PNC 
supports the convening of an in- 
ternational peace conference on 
the Middle East that has full 
authority under United Nations 
auspices and on the basis of all 
resolutions pertinent to the Pales- 
tine problem and the Arab- Israeli 
conflict. 

The resolution would insist on 
a frill PLO participation on an 
equal footing with all other coun- 
tries with an independent delega- 
tion as the sole legitimate repre- 
sentative of the Palestinian 
people. 

The PNC, according to 
sources, is expected to reject 
U.N. Resolution 242 on its own 
as the basis for solving the Pales- 
tine problem. 


On a resolution covering rela- 
tions with Egypt, the PNC has 
decided to entrust the PLO Ex- 
ecutive Committee to determine 
die nature of Palestinian-Egyp- 
tian relations based on previous 
PNC and Arab summit resolu- 
tions. 

On another resolution on rela- 
tions with Jordan, the PNC has 
declared its adherence to backing 
the special and historic relations 
between the Jordanian and 
Palestinian people based on 
equality. 

Another resolution stresses the 
need for developing strong rela- 
tions between the PLO and Syria 
based on mutual interests and 
support of the Palestinian 
struggle. 

On Lebanon, a PNC resolution 
underlines the principle of the 
freedom of social and political 
action in the Palestinian refugee 
camps in Lebanon and the rejec- 


tion of attempts to disarm Palesti- 
nian fighters in these camps. 

The general feeling prevailing 
is that achieving Palestinian unity 
was a breakthrough in itself and 
the most important success of the 
current session of the PNC. 

PNC Speaker Abdul Hamid 
Sayeh fold the Jordan Times that 
the most important thing about 
the meeting was the return of the 
major Palestinian factions under 
the PLO’s umbrella. He praised 
the flexibility displayed by the 
various factions. 

On the organisational level, no 
changes are expected to take 
place concerning the presidency 
of the PNC but one more deputy 
could be appointed to Mr. Sayeh 
besides Mr. Salim Za’noun and 
Mr. Mahmoud Tayyem. 

The PNC on Friday elected 15 
new members to the council, in- 
cluding representatives of the 
Palestinian Communist Party 
(PCP), which was voted in as an 
official faction of the PLO in a 
vote Thursday night. 

The election of the 75-membei; 
PLO Central Council, which acts 
as a link between the PNC and 
the Executive Committee but has' 
no authority to take binding deci- 
sions, is expected to be held on 
Saturday. 

PLO spokesman Ahmad 
Abdul Rahman told the Jordan

Resistance fighters alert in Lebanon 
after 16 hurt in two Israeli raids 


SIDON, Lebanon (Agencies) — 
Three Israeli gunboats patrolled 
off South Lebanon on Friday as 
resistance fighters dispersed into 
hills around Sidon to minimise 
losses from any further Israeli air 
strikes, news agencies reported. 

Israeli helicopter gunships 
wounded 16 people in raids on 
the Sidon area on Friday. Leaf- 
lets dropped by Israeli warplanes 
warned the majority Shi’ite 
southerners not to help resistance 
fighters if they wished to avoid 
“iron fist” Israeli tactics. 

Israel increased air strikes on 
Palestinian targets alter a series 
of cross-border rocket attacks 
and' a commando incursion into 
northern Galilee, the first for 
several years, on Sunday. 

Several villages in the Tyre and 
Nabatiyeh districts came under 
artillery fire from Israeli gunners 
and their local militia allies 
Thursday night, police said. 


There were no casualties. 

Many Lebanese living near the 
Palestinian refugee camps of ‘Ain 
Al Hilweh and Mieh Mieh south- 
east of Sidon moved to the homes 
of relatives or friends, fearing 
more attacks. 

Palestinian sources quoted by 
Reuters said fighters had been 
told to stay away from residential 
districts of Sidon and to spread 
out in orchards and hills in groups 
of no more than five men. 

The Israeli army said in Tel 
Aviv an Israeli soldier was 
wounded Friday in South Leba- 
non when he was struck by shrap- 
nel from a Katyusha rocket which 
landed near Israeli troops. 

In Friday’s incident, the rocket 
landed in the central sector of 
Israel’s self-designated “security 
zone” in South Lebanon, a milit- 
ary spokesman said. 

Police in Sidon said Thursday 
three Israeli Cobra helicopter 


gunships rocketed the city’s sub- 
urban refugee camp of ‘Ain Al 
Hilweh at 5:40 p.m. after a simi- 
lar attack at midnight 
Wednesday. 

They fired at least 20 rockets 
into life teeming camp of 60,000 
inhabitants, police reported. 

The Sidon area, a stronghold of 
forces loyal to Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation (PLO) leader 
Yasser Arafat, has been the 
target of most of the 12 Israeli air 
strikes on Lebanon this year. 

Israeli officials say they expect 
Palestinian and Lebanese fighters 
to intensify attacks on Israeli set- 
tlements and the “security zone” 
inside Lebanon. 

Travellers from the south told 
Reuter on Thursday they had 
seen Israeli tanks and troop car- 
riers massing in the zone. There 
was no independent confirma- 
tion. 


16 U.S. 
servicemen 
injured in 
bus blast 
in Athens 

ATHENS (AP) — A bomb ex- 
ploded on Friday on a bus car- 
rying U.S. military personnel in 
Athens, injuring 16 American 
servicemen, police said. 

The explosion occurred at 5:10 
p.m. near Athens' central market 
on a bus carrying 25 American 
military personnel and a Greek 
driver to the Hellenikon air force 
base outside the city, police said. 

A police official said author- 
ities were not sure where the 
bomb was placed on the bus. 

There was no immediate daim 
of responsibility for the explo- 
sion. 

The bus had been headed from 
a Greek military air base at Elef- 
sina located 21 kilometres west of 
the Greek capital to the U.S. 
base in the Athens suburb of 
Giyfada. 

A bomb attack on a bar packed 
with U.S. servicemen and their 
wives in the Athens suburb of 
Giyfada injured about 70 people 
in February 1985. 

The Giyfada attack was 
claimed by a group calling itself 
“National Front," which said the 
blast was an act of revenge for 
alleged U.S. complicity in the 
Turkish occupation of northern 
Cyprus. 

U.S. officials said the Helleni- 
kpn air base, adjacent to Athens 
airport, was an important staging 
point for the U.S. air force. 


Lebanese unions reject 
cabinet’s ‘economic solution’ 


BEIRUT (AP) — Lebanon’s 
general confederation of labour 
(GCL) Friday rejected govern- 
ment plans to deal a worsening 
economic crisis as “not convinc- 
ing" and said a nationwide strike 
protesting soaring prices would 
go on as planned. 

Lebanon's Christian leaders 
also scoffed at arrangements the 
divided cabinet adopted in its first 
meeting in seven months Thurs- 
day in an effort to halt the war- 
ravaged country’s economic de- 
terioration. 

The three-day general strike, 
which started Thursday, “will 
continue as scheduled because 
the outcome of the cabinet meet- 
ing is not convincting,” the 
250,000-member GCL said in a 
statement. 

Cars fitted with loudspeakers 
toured Beirut and other ctities 
during the night announcing the 
GCL decision, saying Prime 
Minister Rashid Karamfs gov- 
ernment had foiled to produce 
“tangible solutions.” 

GCL President Antoine 
Bishara said Wednesday he 
would call off the strike that has 
paralysed the country if the gov- 
ernment succeeded in harnessing 
die economic crisis. 

Finance Minister Camille Cha- 
moun. who heads the right-wing 
Christian Lebanese Front 
alliance, said the cabinet deci- 
sions were “taken in my abs- 
ence.” 

“I had to leave the session for 
health reasons. The general 
agreement was that the confer- 
ence would work out the agenda 
for another meeting to tackle 
economic topics,” the 87-year-old 
former president told reporters. 


“I was surprised to hear that 
the cabinet had already adopted 
some decisions," Chamoun said. 

The cabinet decisions were also 
ridiculed by the Lebanese 
Forces, the main rightist militia. 

“The mountain gave birth to an 
insect, not even a mouse,” 
Lebanese Forces chieftain S amir 
Geagea said of the cabinet deci- 
sions. 

The half-Christian, half-Mus- 
lim cabinet met for four hours in 
die heavily-guarded parliament 
building on Beirut's dividing 
green line Thursday, its first ses- 
sion since September. 

The only member of the 10- 
man cabinet who failed to attend 
was Waiid Junblatt, who holds 
the public works, transport and 
tourism portfolios. 

The cabinet called for Beirut’s 
internatinal airport to be 
reopened and on Lebanon's mili- 
tias to hand over the illegal ports 
they run to government control. 

The airport, Lebanon’s only 
dvil aviation facility, has been 
dosed since Feb. 1 after foreign 
insurance companies refused to 
cover aircraft using it. 

Government officials say the 
closure of a half-dozen militia-run 
ports would allow the authorities 
to reestablish tax collections. 

A government statement said* 
the cabinet has also decided to 
launch a state-subsidised medi- 
care plan and a special depart- 
ment to look after the estimated 
one million Lebanese displaced 
from their homes by the 12-year- 
old civil war. 

Mr. Karami said his cabinet 
had scheduled another meeting 
on the economic crisis for next 
Thursday. 


Israeli 
army 
launches 
new drive 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies) — The Israeli army 
on Friday launched a new crack- 
down on Palestinian activists, 
arresting a number .of Palesti- 
nians and imposing curfews on 
two refugee camps in the occu- 
pied territories. 

An Israeli army spokesman 
said Israeli forces had arrested 
Palestinian “suspects” in the 
occupied West Bank towns of 
Bethlehem, Hebron, Tulkarem, 
Jenin and the Amari refugee 
camp near Ram all ah, but was 
unable to say how many. 

Some of the arrested were ac- 
cused of stabbing a Jewish settler 
outside the walls of Jerusalem 
on Dec. 12. 1986. 

Others were charged with 
throwing firebombs at Israeli 
targets. 

Hie Israeli army also clamped 
a curfew on the Dheishe and Al 
Arab refugee camps. In Al Arub, 
near Hebron, three firebombs 
were thrown at an Israeli army 
vehicle, causing slight damage. 

In' Dheishe, near Bethlehem, 
two firebombs were thrown at a 
patrol, causing no damage or 
casualties. 

A bomb planted in an Israeli 
bus was safely dismantled Thurs- 
day in Ashkelon. police said. 

The bomb was discovered at 
the town's central bus station 
when the bus,' which serves the 
Tel Aviv- Ashkelon line, was 
al reefy empty of its passengers, 
police said. 

Israeli bus drivers routinely in- 
spect their vehicles. 


Gorbachev and Assad discuss 
prospects for peace conference 


MOSCOW (Agencies) — Krem- 
lin leader Mikhail Gorbachev 
opened talks on Friday with Sy- 
rian President Hafez Al Assad 
expected to focus on the pros- 
pects for an international peace 
conference on the Middle East 
with Soviet participation. 

Moscow Radio said Mr. Gor- 
bachev and Mr. Assad would also 
discuss military cooperation. 
Syria, the Soviet Union's closest 
Middle East ally, receives most of 
its arms from Moscow. 

Western diplomats said Mr. 
Gorbachev was certain to probe 
Mr. Assad on his views on an 
international peace conference 
involving the five permanent 
members of the United Nations 
Security Council. 


The Soviet Union, a perma- 
nent Security Council member 
with Britain, China, France and 
the United States, has long back- 
ed the idea of a Middle East 
peace conference. 

Mr. Assad has firmly backed 
hardline Palestinian factions 
opposed to Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) leader Yas- 
ser Arafat over the past years of 
bitter iotemal feuding. 

Syrian-based PLO groups 
opposed to Mr. Arafat are cur- 
rently attending a meeting in 
Algiers of tbe Palestine National 
Council (PNC), the PLO's high- 
est decision-making body, after 
boycotting a similar session in 
1984 due to the feuding. 

The pro-Moscow Palestinian 


Communist Party, which became 
an official PNC member in a vote 
Thursday night, is among Syrian- 
based groups whose presence at 
tbe meeting is viewed as linked to 
strong Soviet lobbying to help 
reunify the PLO. 

In Morocco, French President 
Francois Mitterrand said Thurs- 
day an international peace con- 
ference on the Middle East crisis 
was desirable but was unlikely to 
take place very soon. 

At a brief meeting with jour- 
nalists in an Atlas mountain vil- 
lage, near Marrakesh, Mr. Mit- 
terrand said he and King Hassan 
of Morocco both thought it was 
“better to assemble ail the real 
partners" at a Middle East con- 
ference. 


Rabin disputes Likud contention 
that settlements provide ‘security’ 


TEL AVTV (Agencies) — Israeli 
Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
said Friday that many of the 
settlements set by Israel in the 
occupied territories were not 
essential for the “security” of the 
Jewish state. 

Mr. Rabin, a member of the 
Labour Party led by Foreign 
Minister Shimon Peres, was also 
quoted as saying he favoured 
giving up large parts of tbe occu- 
pied West Bank for peace. 

Mr. Rabin's comments promp- 
ted an outcry from members of 
the right-wing Likud bloc, 
Labour’s coalition partner in the 
government. 

Likud legislator Haim Kauf- 
Hmaan -accused Mr. Rabin of 
“losing his confidence” and cal- 
led for him to resign. 

Another Likud legislator. 


Eliahu Ben-Elisar, said if Mr. - 
Rabin was expressing formal 
Labour Party policy, new elec- 
tions were needed immediately. 

Likud opposes making any 
“territorial concession” in the 
occupied territories, but the 
Labour Party has said it would be 
willing to give back land in return 
for peace. 

Since 1967 “I have believed 
that we have to negotiate with 
Jordan and that this solution 
means being ready for a substan- 
tial territorial compromise,” the 
daily Haaretz quoted Mr. Rabin 
as saying at. a political gathering 
Thursday. . 

Mr. Rabin also disputed tbe 
Likud’s arguments - that - Israel- 
must retain control of the West 
Bank for the sake of “security” of 
the Jewish state. 


Mr. Rabin said that many of 
the Jewish settlements in the 
occupied territories, including 
Ariel and Alfei Menashe, did not 
contribute to Israel's “security”. 

“Ariel and Alfei Menashe do 
not have security importance,” 
Mr. Rabin said on Israel Radio.. 
“Settlements along the line of 
confrontation between Israel and 
the Arab states — those are 
security settlements." 

Several thousand Israelis live in 
Ariel and Alfei Menashe. In all, 
about 64,000 Jewish settlers live 
in the West Bank along with 
800,000 Palestinians. 

On Thursday, Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir visited Alfei 
Menashcr about 28 kilometres 
northeast of Tel Aviv, and told

U.S. sees PLO move as 
unlikely to block peace effort 


WASHINGTON (USIA) — The 
abrogation of the Feb. 11, 1985 
agreement between Jordan and 
the Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nisation (PLO) on a joint 
approach to Middle East peace 
talks does not stop the peace 
process, according to a State De- 
partment official. 

Asked if annulment of tbe 
agreement by the Palestine 
National Council (PNC), current- 
ly meeting in Algiers, would 
make Palestinian participation in 
future peace talks more difficult, 
the official replied, “Tbe peace 
process stands on its own merits. 
There are objective reasons why 
the process should go forward." 

From the U.S. point of view, 
he said, the peace process “is not 
being held hostage to what is 
going on in inter-PLO politics” at 
Algiers, but “it has its own merits 
that require continuous effort.” 

At a news briefing on Wednes- 
day at the Foreign Press Centre in 
Washington, the official noted 
that the United States insists that 
“Palestinians must be involved 
every step of tbe way in the peace 
process. They are directly 


affected by it and they should be 
a part of it.” 

Asked whether talks in Mos- 
cow between Secretary of State 
George Shultz and Soviet officials 
produced agreement on the peace 
process or an international con- 
ference, the senior official said no 
— “there certainly is not agree- 
ment on U.S. and Soviet posi- 
tions as far as a number of things 
in the Middle East, whether it is a 
peace process, whether it is 
Afghanistan." 

The official said that the pre- 
viously announced visit of an 
Arab League delegation to 
Washington would take place 
next month to enlist support for 
ending the Iran-Iraq war.

Superpowers seek to clear 
way for accord on missiles 


GENEVA (Agencies) — Amer- 
ican and Soviet negotiators have 
embarked on fresh efforts to dear 
remaining obstacles blocking 
agreement to ban medium-range 
nuclear missiles in Europe. 

As superpower talks on in- 
termediate-range nuclear forces 
(INF) resumed on Thursday, the 
two sides expressed varying de- 
grees of optimism on prospects 
for an accord. 

Senior Soviet negotiator Alexei 
Obukhov said the Soviet team 
would present a draft treaty dur- 
ing this round and he expected to 
have a pact on medium-range 
forces this year. Maynard Glit- 
man, the head of the U.S. team 
negotiating on INF weapons, 
said: “We are going to be realistic 
as well as optimistic.” 

U.S. President Ronald Reagan 
said Thursday the United States 
returned to the negotiating table 
in "Geneva “determined to build 
on the progress made during 
Secretary (of State George) 
Shultz's meetings in Moscow last 
week.” 

Mr. Shultz told a televised 
news conference prospects for an 
INF pact were “pretty good” but 


“there’s a lot of work to be 
done.” 

When the previous round of 
talks on nuclear and space aims 
recessed last month, the two sides 
were broadly agreed on abo- 
lishing all INF missiles in Europe, 
while retaining 100 warheads out- 
side Europe. INF missies have a 
range of 2,000 to 5.000 
kilometres. 

Two major stumbling blocks 
have emerged in recent weeks — 
how to deal with shorter-range 
missies, which can travel 500 to 
1,000 kilometres, and the issue of 
verification or bow to ensure 
compliance with a treaty. 

The INF negotiations are to 
continue next week with several 
meetings starting Monday, but 
details of the substance of the 
talks are expected to be kept 
secret. 

Such secrecy is usually the 
practice in Geneva. 

US. spokesman Terry Shroed- 
er said the two sides had agreed 
that he meeting schedule during 
the eighth round of talks would 
be tbs same as during the pre- 
vious round. 


Khamenei issues ‘ultimatum 1 
to Kuwait over superpowers 


LONDON (Agencies ) — Iranian 
President Ali Khamenei warned 
Kuwait on Friday about its step in 
“inviting” the Soviet Union and 
the United States into the Gulf, 
Tehran Radio said. 

The radio quoted Mr. 
Khamenei as telling Friday 
prayer worshippers in Tehran 
that Kuwait's action “constitutes 
an extremely ugly and dangerous 
move." 

He reminded Kuwait that it 
was within the range of Iranian 
firepower and said he was issuing 
an “ultimatum” that it was re- 
sponsible for the outcome of its 
moves in the Gulf. 

Washington said earlier this 
week it was working out an agree- 
ment wereby some Kuwaiti oil 
tankers — frequently raided by 
Iran as a offshoot of the Iran-Iraq 
war — would fly American flags 
in the Gulf, thus gaining U.S. 
navy protection. 

Hie Soviet Union said it had 
leased three oil tankers to Kuwait 
and had offered to provide naval 
escorts in the Gulf. Moscow also 
threatened positive retaliation if 
its ships were attacked. 

Mr. Khamenei, according to 


the official Iranian news agency 
IRNA, also told worshippers that 
Iran held Kuwait responsible for 
any clashes in the Gulf. “The 
Kuwaiti government will be the 
main loser,” he added. 

Tehran Radio reported that 
Mr. Khamenei said Iran repe- 
atedly had advised Kuwait and 
other Gulf Arab countries not to 
support Iraq in its war with Iran, 
now in its seventh year. 

“Unfortunately the Kuwaiti 
government, instead of heeding 
our advice and counsel, behaved 
in such a manner that any country 
other than Iran would have 
reacted violently,” he said. 

Addressing tbe Soviet Union, 
which has a common border with 
Iran, Mr. Khamenei said Tehran 
was surprised that Moscow had 
entered the turbulent waters of 
tbe Gulf. 

“The great loss the Soviet Un- 
ion will suffer for having entered 
the abyss of tbe Gulf is that the 
people of the region will rise 
against it,” he said. 

Iran said Wednesday it 
opposed any international confer- 
ence on the Gulf war and Gulf

Representatives launch arms 
control battle with Reagan 


WASHINGTON (R) — The 
U.S. House of Representatives 
has fired the first salvo in a battle 
with President Ronald Reagan 
over arms control, approving me- 
asures that could force him to 
comply with the 1979 Strategic 
Arms Limitation Treaty (SALT) 
and a nuclear test ban. 

After a marathon session that 
began on Wednesday morning 
and ended early Friday, the 
House of Representatives passed 
the measures over the objections 
of Republicans, who accused the 
Democrats of trying to undercut 
Mr. Reagan just when it appears 
his administration may” conclude 
its first arms pact with Moscow. 

One of the measures would 
prohibit funding for any weapons 
or weapoos-deliveiy systems that 
exceed limits in the 1979 treaty 
known as SALT -IT. The other 
measure would prohibit funding 
for any nuclear test above one 
itiloton, which effectively covers 
all U.S. weapons tests. 

“Hus is not the time to do 
this,” said Representative John 
Kasich, a Republican. “This is 
not the time to tell him how to 
negotiate. That is like pulling the 


rug from under him.*' 

House Speaker Jim Wright, a 
Democrat, insisted that Congress 
had the right to help formulate 
arms control policy and said it 
was in the interests of world 
peace for the superpowers to 
honour SALT-II. 

“We think this helps the peace 
process," he said about the arms 
control measures, passed by the 
House of Representatives as part 
of a bill providing some §8.5 
billion in supplemental 1987 
funding for various programmes. 

The House-passed bill must be 
approved by tbe Senate and is 
subject to a veto by Mr. Reagan 
who vehemently opposes SALT- 
II and a nuclear test ban. 

Mr. Reagan last November 
abrogated SALT-II after accusing 
the Soviet Union of violations. 
The treaty was never actually 
ratified by the U.S. Senate, in 
protest against the Soviet in- 
tervention in Afghanistan. 

The vote was seen as a signal 
from Congress that it intends to 
play an active role in the formula- 
tion of U.S. arms control policy 
whether Mr. Reagan likes it or 
not.

Egypt marks Sinai return 
with peace conference appeal 

Mubarak: Cairo is not switching to Moscow 


CAIRO (R) — Egypt Friday marked the fifth 
anniversary of Israel’s withdrawal from Sinai by 
calling on its former enemy and others in the Middle 
East to work towards an international peace confer- 
ence.

In a statement on the eve of the 
celebration. Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Boutros Gbali 
urged Israel and all parties con- 
cerned to remove obstacles to the 
proposed conference. 

Israel returned Sinai to Egypt 
in 1982 under their 1979 U.S.- 
sponsored peace treaty, the only 
such pact between the Jewish 
state and an Arab country. 

The two countries are still in 
dispute over Taba, a 700-metre 
border strip at the head of the 
Gulf of Aqaba. The issue is now 
being considered by an arbitra- 
tion panel in Geneva. 

“Egypt sees the liberation of its 
land as a step on the road to 
liberate all territories” held by 
Israel since the 1967 Middle East 
war. Dr. Ghali said. 

President Hosni Mubarak 
addressed the nation on televi- 
sion to mark the Sinai handover, 
but broke no new ground on the 


proposed peace conference or a 
controversy over Egypt’s rela- 
tions with the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation (PLO). 

Mr. Mubarak assured the Un- 
ited States Thursday that Egypt 
was not switching superpower 
allegiance to Moscow. 

“Egypt does not fluctuate or 
swing in her policy. Egypt does 
not switch from one country to 
another ...” he said in a policy 
speech opening a new session of 
parliament. 

He did not directly name either 
superpower, but said: “We do 
not deny a friendly country be- 
cause another country has shown 
sympathy with us." 

He was responding to opposi- 
tion newspaper suggestions that 
SovieL agreement last month to 
reschedule Cairo’s debts meant 
that Egypt, a U.S. partner for the 
past 15 years, was wanning to 
Moscow because of friction with 


Washington over terms for pay- 
ment of militaiy debts to the 
United States. 

Mr. Mubarak rejected a report 
that he would soon visit Moscow 
to spite Washington on what 
would be the first trip by an 
Egyptian leader to the Soviet 
capital in more than a decade. 

He said there was no truth in 
reports that Egypt was changing 
friendships “because of what they 
claim to be the rejection by a 
certain country of demands in the 
economic domain." 

He was apparently referring to 
a continuing impasse between 
Cairo and Washington over 
Egyptian requests for easier 
terms for paying $4.5 billion in 
debts for past arms purchases. 

While discord continued with 
Washington, Moscow scored di- 
plomatic points last month by 
agreeing, according to Cairo 
newspapers, to scrap interest on 
S3 billion of Egyptian military 
debt and ease payment terms for 
$70 million of civil debt. 

Unusually, Mr. Mubarak made 
no mention of Middle East poli- 
tics in his speech. 

Officials said this was because 
of uncertainty over the outcome 


of meetings of the Palestine 
National Council (PNC), in 
Algiers and because he was due 
to make a major speech on May 
Day. f , 

Mr. Mubarak said later that the 
Palestinians had to maintain ties 
with Egypt despite demands by 
radicals in Algiers for a break 
because of Cairo’s ties with 
Israel. 

“The Palestinians cannot go 
back on their relations with 
Egypt," be told reporters after 
the parliament session. “Egypt is 
the leading (Arab) country. Let 
us wait till their (the PNCTs) final 
meeting.” 

In his speech, Mr. Mubarak 
said the government would crack 
down on any attempts to under- 
mine Egypt's stability, security 
and democracy. 

Apparently referring to iso- 
lated incidents of friction be- 
tween majority Muslims and 
minority Christians, he said 
Egypt was a land of brotherhood, 
fraternity, compassion and toler- 
ance. 

“Egypt will not allow its lion’s 
den to be invaded by the bats of 
darkness," he said. 


Shin Bet 
: reportedly 
threatens 
strike 

TEL AVIV. Israel (AP) — 
Israeli media has reported the 
Shin Bet intelligence agency had 
threatened to go on strike if the 
supreme court took up the case of 
any army officer who alleges he 
was framed. 

Israel Radio reported Shin Bet 
officials warned they will strike 
by suspending further investiga- 
tions of security suspects unless 
the government prevents the sup- 
. reme court from investigating its 
activities. 

However, the state-owned 
radio later quoted what was de- 
scribed as “an authorised source” 
as denying the strike threat 

The Shin Bet has no spokes- 
man and its officials could not be 
reached for comment. 

The leftist weekly Koteret 
Rashit indicated the agency pre- 
ferred an overall probe of its 
methods to show its operations 
had remained unchanged for the 
past 20 years to a supreme court 
bearing that could end in a cri- 
minal investigation of agents. 

“Shin Bet heads are threaten- 
ing us that if Azat Nafso... wins a 
serious hearing in his appeal, they 
will demand a public commission 
of inquiry and the opening of files 
going back 20 years and might 
even slop investigating suspects 
altogether,” said the magazine, 
which was first to report the 
strike threat. 


Mzali blames government for Tunis protests 


PARIS (Agencies) — Former 
Tunisian Prime Minister Moham- 
mad Mzali on Friday blamed 
what he called the “big stick" 
policy of the Tunisian govern- 
ment for violent street demon- 
strations in Tunis. 

“I regret these incidents like all 
Tunisians. They are a consequ- 
ence of the policy of the big stick, 
the repression of the past eight 
months," Mr. Mzali told Reuters 
by telephone. 

"They come as no surprise. 
The street is the only forum for 
expression now,” he added. 

Police fired tear gas in Tunis on 
Thursday to disperse about 100 


young demonstrators chanting 
anti-government slogans and call- 
ing for the release of Rashid 
Ghannouchi, leader of the 
opposition Islamic Tendency 
Movement 

Mr. Mzali said what be called 
the cruelty of the Tunisian courts 
in sentencing offenders as well as 
the breakdown of dialogue be- 
tween government and opposi- 
tion were causes for discontent. 

Mr. Mzali was dismissed last 
July by President Habib Bour- 
guiba and fled to Switzerland. He 
was sentenced in absentia this 
week to 15 years hard labour for 
embezzlement and mismanage- 


ment of public funds, his third 
conviction since fleeing the coon- 
try. 

The ex-prime minister, who 
telephoned Reuters in Paris but 
dedxned to say where he was 
calling from, said he hoped the 
government would resume a dia- 
logue with the opposition to 
avoid a repetition of Thursday’s 
incidents. 

While in power, Mr. Mzali 
pledged to open up political life, 
but 'opposition leaders said his 
efforts had little effect on the 
power of the ruling Destour 
Socialist Party, of which he was 
secretary-general. 


Shamir vows more settlements in West Bank 


ALFEI MENASHE, Occupied 
West Bank (AP) — Prime Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Shamir visited a 
memorial to a slain Jewish settler 
and said it was a “dangerous 
illusion” to believe Israel would 
make territorial concessions for 
peace. 

The premier, leader of the 
right-wing Likud Bloc, also vi- 
sited the Zofei Sharon School in 
this 2,000-member settlement. 

“There will be more develop- 
ment (of settlements)," Shamir 
vowed. “It is a dangerous illusion 
to believe that anyone will suc- 
ceed in removing Jewish settle- 
ment from any part of the land of 
Israel." 

His statement appeared aimed 
at Foreign Minister Shimon 
Peres’ left-wing Labour Party, 
which favours giving up parts of 
the West Bank and Gaza in ex- 
change for peace agreements with 


the Arabs. 

Peres, who opposes increased 
Jewish settlement in the West 
Bank as an impediment to peace- 
making, said in an Israel Televi- 
sion interview Wednesday night 
that Israel had never before been 
so dose to opening direct nego- 
tiations with Jordan. 

He added if the country’s coali- 
tion government did not reach 
agreement on peace talks within a 
year its existence would no longer 
be justified. 

Asked about Peres’ comments, 
Shamir said if early elections 
were necessary because of disr 
agreements about how Israel 
should advance toward peace, 
they would be held. 

But Shamir added: “I think we 
have to do everything so that the 
elections will take place on sche- 
dule.” Elections are to be held 


after the coalition government’s 
four-year term expires In October 
1988. 

Shamir also visited the nearby 
Palestinian village of Qalqilya, 
where 35,000 Palestinians live. 
As two dozen soldiers watched 
from the road and nearby roof- 
tops, Shamir vowed Israel would 
“lake all the necessary measures 
to secure peace and stability in 
foe area.” 

He said increased Jewish settle- 
ment would also mean better 
security for Jews living in foe 
territory Israel occupied in 1967. 

According to figures published 
by the settler movement, there 
are 64,000 Jews in 134 settle- 
ments in the West Bank. Tire 
settlers live with about 800,000 
Arabs. Qalqilya' Mayor Abu 
Sneina Abdul Rahman met Sha- 
mir during the visit. 


ADG says 

anti-Arab 
violence 
rising in U.S 

WASHINGTON (R) — Violent 
acts against Arabs in the United 
States rose last year with most 
linked to anti-Libya sentiments, 
according to a report released by 
an American- Arab organisation. 

The report by the American- 
Arab Anti-Discrimination Com- 
mittee (ADC), a Washington- 
based group, listed 42 incidents of 
what it called hate and political 
violence directed against the esti- 
mated two or three million Amer- 
ican -Arabs. 

“The numbers are on the rise, 
and they only represent a snow- 
flake on foe tip of the iceberg,” 1 
Albert Mokhiber, ADC legal ser- 
vices director, told a news confer- 
ence. 

The report said 9.5 per cent of 
the incidents occurred im- 
mediately before the April 14, 
1986 U.S. bombing of alleged 
terrorist targets in Libya, and 
almost 30 per cent immediately 
afterward. 

The Reagan administration has 
linked Libya to a widespread 
campaign of anti-Western 
attacks. 

The report, which foe ADC 
said had been presented to the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI), said the victims — none of 
whom was Libyan — blamed 
anti-Libyan hysteria to the vio- 
lence against them. 

Almost 17 per cent of cases 
involved militant Jewish orga- 
nisations such as foe New York- 
based Jewish Defence League, 
foe ADC said. 

“You have a few who believe 
that they have the right, if not foe 
duty, to carry out their frustra- 
tions against individual members 
of foe Arab community,” said 
ADC official Fans Boubaf. 

One ADC official, who asked 
not to be identified, said he be- 
lieved the FBI was on foe brink of 
making arrests in the Oct. 11, 
1985, bombing of an ADC re- 
gional office in Santa Ana Cali- 
fornia, that lolled ADC western 
Regional Director Alex Odeh. 

In a separate development, in 
Los Angeles, subversion charges 
were dropped Thursday against 
five Arabs and a woman from 
Kenya who the government 
alleges belong to a Palestine Mar- 
xist group, a U.S. government 
immigration lawyer said. 

The six still free deportation 
proceedings for visa violations. 

William Udencrantz, regional 
counsel for the western region of 
the U.S. Immigration and Natur- 
alisation Service, said after meet- 
ing with lawyers for the six that 
the charges were dropped to 
speed up their deportation. 

Simple violations Qf immigra- 
tion rules, such as staying in foe 
United States after their visas had 
expired, will be easy to prove, 
Mr. Udencrantz said. 

The six, some of them stu- 
dents, had been accused of violat- 
ing the McCarran-Walter Im- 
migration Act, under which im- 
migrants may be deported for 
belonging to groups advocating 
the overthrow of the U.S. gov- 
ernment. 
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Kreisky criticises U.S. Mideast policy 


ALGIERS, Algeria (AP) — For- 
mer Austrian Chancellor Bruno 
Kreisky addressed foe Palestine 
National Council (PNC) on 
Thursday and later criticised foe 
United States’ Mideast policy. 

Asked about efforts to convene 
an international conference to 
resolve the 39-year-old Arab- 
Israeli conflict. Dr. Kreisky said: 
“The United States is not very 
honest about that.” 

The United States, after oppos- 
ing foe idea for years, has recent- 
ly expressed support for such a 
peace parley, to be held under 
United Nations auspices. 


Speaking at a news conference, 
Dr. Kreisky, a vice president of 
foe Socialist International, said- 
he would fry to secure observer 
status for the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) in the social- 
ist group. 

He also reiterated his support 
for the PLO and for the Palesti- 
nians' right to self-determination, 
but said Israel and foe United 
States were not serious about 
peace. 

Looking frail after a long ill- 
ness, Dr. Kreisky said U-N. 
Security Council Resolution 242 
could not serve as a base for a 


Qadhafi: Iran’s war aim unrealistic 


LONDON (R) — Libyan leader 
Moammar Qadhafi said Iran’s 
main aim in its war with Iraq — 
the removal of Iraqi government 
— was unrealistic and ridiculous, 
Libyan television reported. 

The television, monitored by 
foe British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration, quoted Col. Qadhafi as 
describing the 616-year-old Iran- 
Iraq conflict as a mad and futile 
war, motivated by stupid and 
childish aims. 

“It is a losing war which 


France, America, Israel' and 
other states who trade in arms are 
feeding," he told a meeting of 
communications experts in Libya. 

Col. Qadhafi said he was work- 
ing seriously . to end foe war, 
adding that Iran should drop its 
demand for a change of regime in 
Iraq. 

“When someone says that land 
is his and occupies it, that is 
understandable,” he said. 

“But when someone says he is 
fighting to topple someone else 


— his government or his revolu- 
tion — this is unrealistic and foe 
whole thing become ridiculous,” 
he added. 

CoL Qadhafi said France, 
which supports Chad in fighting 
Libyan forces, was foe “number 
one state inciting foe continua- 
tion of this war in order to benefit 
from it.” 

He said France was a state 
which did not deserve to be re- 
spected. “It is a dirty state ” he 
added. 


Kenya expels 
5 Libyan 
diplomats 

NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) — 
Kenya has charged five Libyan 
diplomats, including foe charge 
d’affaires, with spying and 
ordered them to leave the coun- 
try within two weeks. 

In a statement issued Thursday 
night, foe Foreign Ministry said 
Kenya’s government “has been 
watching carefully the activities 
of foe diplomats and is satisfied 
that their conduct has been con- 
trary to the normal functions of 
an embassy.” 

Calls to the Libyan embassy on 
Friday went unanswered. 

There are a total of 12 officials 
in the Libyan embassy in Nairobi. 

Wanis Ali Mesellaty, foe Li- 
byan charge d’affaires, reportedly 
fled Kenya to neighbouring 
Uganda earlier this month after 
foe spying issue first became 
public. 

Relations between Kenya and 
Libya have been strained recently 
because of foe spying charges. 
During an April 4 speech. Presi- 
dent Daniel Arap Moi alluded to 
foe spying charges and warned 
that he would break off relations 
with Libya if the practice con- 
tinued. 

Four former university student 
leaders have been sentenced to 
prison terms this month after 
confessing to spying for Libya. In 
each case, foe defendants claimed 
that Mr. Mesellaty bad 
approached them and offered 
them money and scholarships 
abroad in return for spying. The 
students said Libya, sought in- 
formation on American militaiy 
activity at Kenya's Indian Ocean 
port of Mombasa. 

The government said Mr. 
Mesellaty also asked foe students 
to introduce him to current stu- 
dent leaders. 


Iran reportedly gave U.S. 
intelligence data about Libya 


DETROIT (AP) — A business- 
man said he gave U.S. officials 
intelligence information from an 
Iranian military officer that in- 
cluded maps of Libyan leader 
Muammar Qadhafi’s headquar- 
ters, a newspaper has reported. 

The Detroit Free Press quoted 
Richard Brenneke as saying that 
the material, which also included 
maps of terrorist training sites in 
the Middle East, was passed in 
February 1986, two months be- 
fore U.S. planes bombed Libya. 

It could not be determined if 
the information played any role 
in foe strike, the Free Press said. 
However, Brenneke said friends 
in foe CIA and the Defence 
Department told him he was 
“batting well over 90 per cent, 
and the majority of it was very, 
very useful.” 

Brenneke, identified by foe 
Free Press as a former CIA pilot, 
received public attention earlier 


this year when the New York 
Times reported that private arms 
dealers set out in 1983 to ship 
U.S. weapons to Iran illegally 
and that Pentagon intelligence 
officials who learned of foe effort 
allowed it to continue. 

The Times said it learned about 
foe effort from Brenneke and 
obtained further information 
from hundreds of documents and 
interviews. The Times said Bren- 
neke had a letter on CIA station- 
ery saying he had been employed 
by foe agency for 13 years. The 
QA said it bad no record of his 
employment. 

Brenneke, in a series of inter- 
views, told the Free Press that he 
became a courier for a wide array 
of intelligence information from 
Iran while attempting to win U.S. 
approval of an arms sale to Iran 
in late 1984. All the information 
came from an Iranian Air Force 
officer. 


Iran panel said to get 
Swiss bank records 


WASHINGTON (R) — Con- 
gressional committees investigat- 
ing the Iran arms deal have made 
a breakthrough in tracing the. 
proceeds to Nicaraguan rebels by 
obtaining Swiss bank records, foe 
Washington Post reported 
Friday. 

The records may disclose 
where millions of dollars for foe 
deal came from and where they 
were spent, foe newspaper said. 

The newspaper said Chairman 
Daniel Inouye and Vice Chair- 
man Warren Rudman of foe Sen- 
ate investigating committee con- 
firmed to Post editors there had 
been a. breakthrough in picking 
up foe trail of the money. 

It said congressional sources 
reported investigators had 


obtained the Swiss bank records 
in Paris on Monday and that they 
showed funds from the Iran arms 
sales were diverted to Nicaraguan 
“contra” rebels. 

The report said the records 
were supplied to two committee 
members by Iranian- American 
businessman Albert Hakim, who 
has been involved in both Iran 
sales and contra activities. 

Hakim has been granted li- 
mited immunity by foe House 
and Senate investigators. 

Hakim’s business partner, re- 
tired Air Force Maj. Gen. 
Richard Secord, who carried out 
contra and Iran operations, has 
so far refused to testify to the 
congressional committees. 



Middle East settlement 

The United States has insisted 
that foe resolution serve as a 
platform for a Middle East peace. 
It calls for recognising the state of 
Israel and for foe return of 
Palestinian refugees to foe homes 
they fled in the 1967 war. But it 
makes no reference to the crea- 
tion of a Palestinian state. 

Dr. Kreisky told the PNC that 
he was ailing for a while but “I 
am healthy again to help my 
friend foe PLO." He was greeted 
by long applause as he walked 
into the hall ann-in-arra with 
PLO leader Yasser Arafat.

settlers it was a “dangerous illu- 
sion” to believe Israel would 
make “territorial concessions” 
for peace. 

“There will be more develop- 
ment (of settlements),” Mr. Sha- 
mir said. “It is a dangerous illu- 
sion to believe that anyone will 
succeed in removing Jewish settle- 
ment from any part of the land of 
Israel." 

Israelis living in Alfei Menashe 
and other nearby settlements 
have recently criticised Mr. 
Rabin because of mounting pro- 
tests by Palestinians in the occu- 
pied West Bank. 

Mr. Rabin told a senior Labour 
Party forum that the areas occu- 
pied by Alfei Menashe and Ariel 
would be "open for future nego- 
tiations,” Israel Radio reported. 

“I am familiar with the position 
of my party. We support negotia- 
tions without any preconditions, 
which means everything is open 
for negotiations,” Simcha Dinitz, 
a leading legislator from Mr. 
Peres’ party, explained in a radio 
■interview. 

In the continuing Labour- 
Likud dispute, Mr. Shamir and 
Mr. Peres have sent rival envoy's 
to the United States to seek 
Reagan administration support 
for their diverging views on a 
Middle East peace conference, 
officials said Friday. 

Mr. Shamir sent minister with- 
out portfolio Moshe Arens to 
warn against a conference while 
Mr. Peres had dispatched Rafi 
Edri, parliamentary floor leader 
of his Labour Party, to lobby for 
the idea, they added. 

Both hoped to meet Secretary 
of State George Shultz, the offi- 
cials said. 

The conflict over an interna- 
tional conference has brought 
Israel’s shaky coalition cabinet to 
the brink of a crisis but it is 
unclear if either side is ready to 
forte early elections. 

Minister for Religious Affairs 
Zevulun Hammer on Friday 
urged Mr. Shamir to order both 
men home, saying their conflict- 
ing missions put Israel to shame 
abroad. 

The Davar newspaper said 
Thursday that Israel’s agriculture 
minister had delivered a message 
from Mr. Peres to Egyptian Presi- 
dent Hosni Mubarak urging him 
to pursue plans for a Middle East 
peace conference. 

Arieh Nahamkin, in Egypt un- 
til Sunday for talks on agricultu- 
ral cooperation, said in an inter-, 
view with Israel Radio that he 
met Mr. Mubarak for an hour on 
Wednesday. 

Davar said Mr. Nahamkin told 
the Egyptian president that Mr. 
Peres believed efforts to convene 
a conference must not be affected 
by the derision of Palestine Li- 
beration Organisation (PLO) 
Chairman Yasser Arafat to abro- 
gate the Feb. 2i, 1985 agreement 



AMMAN (Petra) — Palestinians 
living in the Salfit district of the 
occupied West Bank have ex- 
pressed their gratitude and appre- 
ciation to His Majesty King Hus- 
sein for his efforts to assist inhabi- 
tants of the occupied Arab terri- 
tories and to enhance their stead- 
fastness.

Under the regulations, all res- 
taurants will be dosed during the 
day. They can, however, open 
two hours before the time for 
breaking the fast. Also, all bars 
inside and outside restaurants 
shall be dosed during the fasting 
month, except the five star hotel 
bars, which can provide tourists 
and foreigners with their require- 
ments in their rooms. 


The governor asked all admi- 
nistrative governors and the con- 
cerned authorities to strictly en- 
force these regulations and to 
supervise their implementation. 


Cabinet approves JD 12m 


with Jordan on joint peace 
strategy. 

In "the radio interview, Mr. 
Nahamkin said Mr. Mubarak's 
only reaction to the PLO move 
was to say' that “whoever does 
not follow the path of negotia- 
tions is making a mistake." 

Mr. Peres has said that if a 
government majority was not se- 
cured in favour of direct Arub- 
Israeli negotiations within an in- 
ternational conference, there 
would be no choice but to break 
the coalition government in Israel 
and call for early parliamentary 
elections. 

Speaking in Hebrew during an 
Israeli Television programme on 
Thursday, Mr. Peres outlined his 
"political programme" for the 
conference, which Israel Radio 
said, "paved the way for the 
pending political battle" with 
Likud. 

"If we had to judge from what 
he (Mr. Peres) said," an Israel 
Radio commentator said, “we 
can say that if the government did 
not accept his political program- 
me, it is very possible that the 
government will reach the end of 
the road.” 

Quoting Israeli political obser- 
vers, the radio said Mr. Peres 
would present his programme for 
the conference within two 
months, after his return from an 
official visit to the United States. 

Israel Radio reported the main 
points in the Peres programme: 

— The negotiations should begin 
with the paitiripatiou of super- 
powers. 

— During the negotiations, Israel ; 
and the Arab parties can enlist 
the help of the United States or 
the Soviet Union in accordance 
with a pre-determined sy:tem and 
after common agreement among 
the negotiating parties. 

— The two superpowers will have 
no authority to impose solutions 
on any party. 

— Negotiations to be conducted 
within three geographic commit- 
tees: Israel-Syria: Israel-Lebanon 
(if these countries participated) 
and an Israei-Jordan-Palestinian 
representatives committee. These 
committees can be divided into 
three sub-committees: 

Hie first would be entrusted to 
handle the gradual settlement 
process for the occupied territor- 
ies, which will be close in content 
to a "self-rule" principle. 

The second would be entrusted 
to handle the future stages in the 
peace process. 1 

The third would be handling 
the Jerusalem issue. 

The Peres plan calls for the 
establishment of another commit- 
tee to tackle "the general prob- 
lems” of the Arab-Israeli conflict. 

According to the radio report, 
monitored and translated here, 
“as long as the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation maintains its 
present image and policies, it will- 
not participate in the negotia- 
tions." 


to support local councils 


AMMAN (Petra) — The cabinet 
has approved allocating an esti- 
mated JD 12.858,450 — to be 
collected in revenues from the 
fuel tax, licensing fees, and fines 
during this year — for local coun- 
cils, according to Minister of 
Municipal and"RuraJ Affairs and 
the Environment Yousef Ham- 
dan Ai Jaber. 

In an interview with Petra on 
Friday, Mr. Al Jaber said that 
quotas, drawn up by rhe ministry, 
have taken into consideration 
many factors, including adminis- 
trative and geographic position, 
population, development needs 
and the creation of the Greater 
Amman Municipality. However, 
the minister said the quota 
(share) for a municipal council 
has 1 been fixed at a minimum of 
JD 4,600. 


The ministry has allocated JD 
200,000 for joint services coun- 
cils. JD 15,000 for training local 
councils cadres, and JD 1,879,100 
fc-r village councils, the minister 
added. Mr. AI Jaber also said 
that 174 municipalities anti 241 
village councils will benefit from 
the revenues this year. 


The minister went on to say 
that JD 12.000 has been allocated 
for each sub-district with a 
population of more than 3,000, 
SD 11,000 for each sub-district 
with more than 2.000 people; and 
less than 3.000. A sub-district 
with less than 2,000 but more 
than one thousand will be' 
entitled to JD 7.600, while the 
one with less than 1000 people, 
but more than 700 will be entitled 
to JD 5 .500, the minister added. 


Fayez, Iraqi speaker review 


BAGHDAD (Petra) — Speaker 
of the Lower House of Parlia- 
ment Akef Al Fayez, also speak- 
er of the Arab Parliamentary 
Union (APU), Thursday met 
with Speaker of the Iraqi Nation- 
al Council Sa'adoun Hamadi and 
reviewed with him bilateral rela- 
tions and means of supporting the 
APU to enable it to cany out its 
pan-Arab and international re- 
sponsibilities. 

Mr. Fayez expressed Jordan’s 
support for Iraq in its war with 
Iran in defence of the Arab 
World. He reviewed His Majesty 


Hussein’s efforts to unite 
Arab ranks and to achieve Arab 
solidarity. 


Dr. Hamadi praised Jordan’s 
pan- Arab position saying that this 
genuine and honourable Arab 
stand will always be remembered 
by the Iraqi people. He expressed 
regret over the deteriorating 
Arab positions, called for efforts

U.S. delegation ends 


visit after briefin 




AMMAN (Petra) — Minister of 
Education Thouqan Al Hindawi 
has said that his ministry will soon 
deride to cancel a measure taken 
last year which classified chemis- 
try as an elective subject for 
students of the general secondary 
study certificate (Tawjihi). 

Mr. Hindawi's statement came 
during s ceremony honouring 
chemists held Thursday by the 
Jordanian Chemists’ Association 
on foe occasion of Arab Chemists 
Day. 

The previous decision, he said, 
had grave and negative results by 
discouraging students from study- 
ing chemistry which negatively 
affected Jordan’s efforts aimed at 
increasing foe qualified staff in 
this field. The minister stressed 
that Jordan and foe Arab World 
were in need of many scientists 
and specialists in chemistry to 
help industrial development in 
foe Arab World. The minister 
also reviewed the role of Arab 
chemists throughout history in 
scientific endeavours. 

The chemists' association presi- 
dent, Dr. Mohammad Salameh, 
earlier noted the role Jordanian 
chemists have played in industries, 
and the national development 
plans. 

Meanwhile, meetings of the 
ninth session of foe Hi igher Coun- 
cil of the Arab Chemists' Federa- 
tion (ACF) concluded here 
Thursday with a call for promot- 
ing cooperation and the exchange 
of information with world che- 
mical organisations to introduce 
Arab chemistry scholars and their 
contributions to this field. 

Participants emphasised the 
importance of compiling an Arab 
chemical compendium to serve as 
a general reference for chemists 
in foe Arab World. 


The ACF Higher Council 
praised a Ministry of Com- 
munication's derision to issue a 
commemorative stamp on foe 
occasion of Arab Chemists’ Day. 
Jordan is the first Arab country to 
issue such a stamp. 

The council also elected Pales- 
tine’s representative Dr. Ahmad 
Sa’id as its president for the 
present term and the association’s 
president Dr. Mohammad 
Salameh as ACF assistant secret- 
ary general for foe next three 
years. 


AMMAN (J.T.) — A U.S. de- 
legation of businessmen, politi- 
cians and journalists left Amman 
for Cairo on Friday after a one- 
day working visit to Jordan as 
part of a Middle East tour.

AMMAN — An architectural ex- 
hibition, opened at the Riyadh 
Centre on Thursday, highlights 
architect Ja'far Touqan’s designs 
of residential housing, villas, 
hotels, and commercial centres 
that have been completed or are 
being constructed.

The exhibition, which runs 
through May 14, presents a re- 
view of. some of Mr. Touqan’s 
prominent achievements and 
creations in the world of 
architecture. 

Mr. Touqan told the Jordan

Tunes that his conception of Jor- 
danian architecture involves foe 
adapting of new designs with ex- 
isting architecture, foe Jordanian 
environment and distinctive way 
of life. 


Mr. Touqan said he feels that 
there are new architectural trends 
in Jordan which constitute an 
"exciting and encouraging change 
in foe attitude of ‘the average 
citizen’ and the emerging young 
architects.” 


He judges that, with foe pre- 
sent economic depression, there 
is pressure on clients and 
architects to be more conscious of 
costs. This situation, he thinks, is 
a positive one because it could 
result in changes from the “very 
very backward and primitive 
architecture," to a technological- 
ly more modern one. 


Utilising space efficiently, 
which is cne of Mr. Touqan 's 
main consideration in his 
architecture, is not necessarily 
related to economising. Yet, he 
adds, as a result of the existing 
economic pressures, people are 
now turning towards optimising 
the use of spire. 

His projects include foe Arab

Riyadh Centre, foe University of 
Science and Technology and Al ai 
Bait Foundation for Islamic Re- 
search, whose design was chosen 
out of 11 submitted designs. *

AIRa 7; King reaffirms Jordan’s stand 


HIS Majesty King Hussein on Thursday stressed Jordan's position 
vis-a-vis the international peace conference, saying that it is the best 
means for achieving a just and durable peace in the Middle East 
region. The King, addressing U.S. businessmen, politicians and 
journalists, said that the United States can play an important role in 
establishing peace in the region. The King's reaffirmation of Jordan’s 
position is aimed at informing the U. S. public opinion of the facts, so 
that it can play a fruitful and positive role with U.S. decision-makers 
in pushing the peace process forward, thus respecting the internation- 
al will. Washington is fully aware that the European Community is in 
favour of holding (he international peace conference and are pressing 
forward with their efforts towards convening this conference. 
Moreover the European Community is worried and concerned about 
U.S.-Israeli attempts to obstruct holding this conference. Therefore, 
the American public opinion is now invited to play a major role in 
changing the American policy in the region positively, and to assist in 
holding the conference, contributing to building genuine peace and 
to turning the region into an oasis for stability and prosperity. 

A1 Dustour: Iran internationalises the 
conflict 


THE news that Iran has installed rocket launchers in the Fao 
Peninsula and in the southern mouth of the Gulf, has serious 
implications and consequences because it threatens the national 
security of the whole Gulf region. These provocative Iranian plans 
are not but a clear evidence that it has totally failed to gain any 
military victory on the battle front and that the Iranians are only 
aimed at distracting the attention of the Iranian people from the 
losses and defeats their forces have sustained. By doing so. Iran has 
actually taken the first step towards involving foreign forces in the 
conflict, because the Gulf countries have found themselves in a 
position where they must seek protection of their commercial ships 
from the newly-installed Iranian rockets at the mouth of the Gulf. 
Another evidence of Iranian hostile intentions, is the rejection by 
Iran's foreign minister on Thursday of a Soviet proposal for bolding 
an international conference to discuss the Iran-Iraq war. This 
rejection worsens the situation and makes futile all efforts to find a 
peaceful solution to the conflict. If Iran is really concerned about the 
Gulf states' maintaining control over their security, as voiced by 
Iranian officials, then why is it crying to internationalise the conflict? 

Sawt AI Shaab: International responsibility 

THE establishment of a just and durable peace in the Middle East is 
certainly a joint international responsibility not only an Arab, 
European or Asian responsibility. It is an international responsibility 
which all world countries should' contribute to, and the United States 
should be no exception. The U.S. is a superpower and it can exercise 
pressure on Israel to accept the principle of peace and the proposed 
mechanism for establishing it. This was reaffirmed once more on 
Thursday by His Majesty King Hussein during a meeting with U.S. 
businessmen, politicians and journalists. King Hussein called on 
Washington to make serious efforts towards establishing peace in the 
region by taking up a more effective role in the efforts to achieve this 
goal. It seems that the U.S. failure to distinguish between its relations 
with Israel and its commitment towards the peace process in 
particular and the human rights in general is behind the current U.S. 
stand. The American position, therefore, should not be based on a 
unilateral view, which is always supportive of the Israeli position. 
Therefore America should contribute to an international peace 
conference to be attended by all parties concerned including the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation and the five permanent member 
states of the United Nations Security Council.

King Hussein has spearheaded Arab efforts 
for convincing the world of the need for the implementation of the 
U.N. Security Council Resolutions 242 and 338 and the need tor 
restoring the rights of the Palestinian people in their homeland. At 
the beginning only a minority of world nations accepted the idea of 
an international conference but, thanks to Jordan’s efforts, most 
nation? now back this effort. 


VIEW FROM AMMAN

The Algiers meetings: The 18th PNC 


PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat spoke for only twenty minutes at the 
meeting of the Palestine National Council (PNC) in Algiers: A 
twenty-minute speech that will be of great significance to the future 
course of the Palestine problem. This preliminary assessment and 
analysis of Mr. Arafat’s speech takes place while the PNC meetings 
and the Palestinian-Palestinian dialogue is still in progress- While 
every previous PNC meeting was significant in its own way, each 
responding to some special set of circumstances, this meeting may 
historically prove of added significance. Several reasons account for 
this, not the least of which being that the Palestinian people, though' 
in diaspora, and subject, in varying degrees, to ail types of mental 
and physical anguish and pressures, still main tain the ability to 
regenerate their will, draw attention to their plight and reemphasise 
their rights in Palestine. 

Forty years of diaspora, five major wars later in addition to tens 
of thousands of aggressions against them, the Palestinians still have 
the capacity to say no; to reject the dictats and the degradations of 
Israel and its fact creating capacity. In his Algiers speech, like in his 
United Nations speech of 1974, Mr. Arafat emphasised several 
strategic goals for Palestinian action over the next few years. The 
Palestine Liberation Organisation (PLO), he said, will continue its 
pursuit of the goal of peace through an international peace 
conference though it will cot, for the moment, relinquish its armed 
struggle against Israel. Holding an olive branch in one hand and a 
rifle in the other is one way to emphasise Israeli continued 
intransigence against reaching an honourable and just solution to 
the Palestine problem'. In its euphoria of temporary military 
superiority, Israel still dreams that it can impose its will on the area 


and its people. Hie PLO, Mr. Arafat insisted, still puisnes tbe 
peace path through an international peace conference which it will 
attend on an equal footing with all the other participants. 

It is sad that Palestinian action and the unity of most of the 
organisations making up the PLO bad as their price die abrogation 
of the Jordanian-Palestinian Accord of February 11, 1985. It is sad 
because, as it turned out, that accord was already defunct not only 
because - of Jordanian-Palestinian misunders tanding s , but also 
because of tbe negative influence of other parties, principally the 
United States and Israel. After four years of sharp differences 
between tbe various Palestinian factions some semblance of 
Palestinian unity has been restored. It is hoped that this unity will 
form foe basis for further rational use of time and resources in order 
to alleviate foe hardships and degradations suffered by other 
Palestinians: Those under direct military occupation in foe West 
Bank and foe Gaza Strip, in Lebanon and elsewhere. On Sunday, 
April 9, 1987, Israel shelled 14 Lebanese villages, on Monday, a 
Palestinian youth was wounded in Khan Yoimis ... Though that is 
foe price of bonour, Israeli terror and foe Israeli strategy of pushing 
all foe Arabs out of Palestine should be kept in mind. . 

The Algiers PNC meetings were also significant in their moderate 
tone vis-a-vis future PLO relations with Jordan and Egypt. In both 
cases Palestinian leadership, previously considered most radical,* 
took a conciliatory moderate stand. Tbe radicals* agreement to foe 
pursuit of a peaceful settlement is in itself significant. Just as 
significant was their acceptance of keeping foe door open for a 
serious dialogue with Jordan and Egypt. Strategic, tactical as well 
as objective realities necessitate that foe search for dialogue with 


Jordan, singled out in the PLO statement, be continued. The same 
is true with regard to Egypt whose alienation from the Ar ab Wo rld 
qiurp foe si g nin g of foe peace treaty with Israel-has had catastrophrc 
consequences for all the Arabs. It is important that, of all the 
Palestinian leadership. Dr. George Habash defended these posi- 
tions ind icating foe movement of a majority of foe Palestinian 
leadership towards more moderation. 

The PNC meeting in Algiers was a victory Arafat 

personally as he once more was able to display tospolfocal acumen 
and ability by once again gathering foe various ; factions under one 
umbrella and also for his moderate approach w*th re^dto a 
peaceful, though jnst and honourable, settlement of the Palestine 

Jordan, with its experienced political leadership will, ^ d^bt, 
pursue foe dialogue Sfo foe PLO. If foe struggle over Mestoe, 
which is now in its second century has proved anything ^ is that 
peace can only be achieved and sustained when backed by power. It 
would seem that at least for the present historical moment, Israel 
will do what it has been doing all along regardless of justice, 
morality, peace or whether foe Jordanians and Palestinians be m 
aereement or discord. Surely foe objective criteria for peace or for 
holding an international peace conference are not present m any of 
foe three sides of foe Arab-Israeli- American triangle. Maybe what 

has taken place in Algiers will force the other two sides to see some 

new realities. 

Jordan’s balanced response to foe PLO declaration emanates 
from its adherence to the 1982 Arab Fez Peace Plan. 


U.S. sees PLO move as unlikely to block peace effort

more specifics, or what it dealt 
with in general terms only? 
State Department official: No. 
There were several conversations 
that took place on Middle East 
subjects — issues such as the 
peace process. Afghanistan, and 
the Iran-Iraq war — did come up 
and were dealt with in some 
detail — basically a reiteration of 
what our policies are. 

I really do not feel at liberty to 
go into detail of their conversa- 
tions. But I think it would suffice 
to say there was a complete rei- 
teration of what Soviet and 
American policies are on foe re- 
spective issues. There were long 
discussions on the peace process. 
I think I would really like to leave 
it at, that, though, rather than 
getting into detail. 

Calis: You would not say whether 
there was a slight change in posi- 
tions of both parties as a result of 
this — call it dialogue? 

The second part I am in- 
terested — how come foe Middle 
East was so important or we were 
led to believe it was important 
that Secretary Murphy was here 
and he did not go with Secretary 
Shultz? 

Answer: Secretary Shultz is very 
well-informed about a number of 
issues on foe Middle East. The 
major reasons why foe Moscow 
talks were held was concerning 
U.S.-Soviet bilateral issues — 
arms control issues. These are. as 
you know, foe major focuses of 
foe meetings in Moscow. There 
were some regional talks — the 
Soviet’s followup — to foe re- 
gional talks that Under-Secretary 
Armacost had the month before. 
But that was not the major pur- 
pose of foe Moscow meetings. 

I think other than Assistant 
Secretary Ridgway, none of the 
regional assistant secretaries from 
the Department of State travelled 
on foe trip. 

Diane Foolds. Deutsche Presse 
Agentun Going back to the 
Soviet Union again, we know 
about the arrangement that the 
Soviets have made on shipping 
with Kuwait, and now foe Soviet 
deputy minister is doing his 
rounds in the Gulf, and today he 
was in Oman, and apparently he 
has communicated to the lead- 
ership of Oman new proposals 
from ^Soviet leader Mikhail) 
Gorbachev for protecting ship- 
ping in the Gulf again. 

Has the Soviet Union 
approached the United States in 
any way, asking them to work 
with it in working out some 
arrangements in the Gulf to pro- 
tea shipping? That’s the first 
question. 

A; As 1 said, we have had discus- 
sion with the Soviet Union re- 
garding foe Iran-Iraq war and foe 
danger that that poses, and I 
think that both countries agree 
that the continuation of foe war 
does pose a great danger to all 
states in the region as well as to 
interests of both countries. I 
think that is a given. 

Regarding foe Soviet agree- 
ment with Kuwait for foe charter 
of. 1 think it is, three Soviet 
tankers, my understanding is it’s 
strictly commercial deal that the 
Kuwaitis working out with tbe 
Soviets. 

As you know, we are having 
discussions with foe Kuwaitis, 
and have been for some time, 
regarding both foe posable pro- 
tection of Kuwaiti-owned vessels 
and possible reflagging; in other 
words, talking about the possibil- 
ity of certain Kuwaiti tankers 
meeting U.S. requirements for 
being under foe U.S. flag. If that 
does take place — and you know, 
foe decision of course is a two- 
way one because they have to 
meet certain requirements and 
we told them in principle we have 
no problem with that as long as 
they meet certain requirements. 
The Kuwaitis have to decide if 
they want to go ahead with some- 
thing like that. 

As far as foe protection of 


Kuwaiti-owned ships, they de- 
rided that even though we had 
agreed that we would be willing 
to do foal for some of their oil 
tankers, they decided agains that 
and have begun looking again 
into the possibility of flagging 
ships. 

Discussions do continue. I 
don’t know when they will make 
a derision on it. 

Ms. Foolds: Are we averse to 
working together with the Soviet 
Union? Apparently, (Soviet De- 
puty Foreign Minister Vladimir) 
Petrovsky today said, hinted at 
possible joint steps with tbe Un- 
ited States for working out some 
sort of security arrangement. Are 
we just averse to having them 
involved in any way? 

A: We are not interested in in- 
creasing Soviet involvement in 
foe region at all. I think foot foal 
has been a standard of our policy 
for many, many years. As you 
know, we have our own interests 
over there, and foe Soviets have 
their interests, and we are not 
interested in increasing their in- 
volvement. 

Q: (Inaudible) Said Mr. Muiphy 
not yesterday that there is a 
delegation, an Arab delegation, 
will arrive in Washington soon. 
Could you tell us when they- are 
going to be here? My second 
question I would like to ask is 
what is foe role of foe United 
States government now trying to 
end foe war between Iran and 
Iraq? As you mentioned, that it 
has been a long time. So are there 
any new plans or any efforts, new 
efforts, to end foe war which took 
place long time ago? 

A: Let me answer the first part of 
your question. Regarding foe 
Arab League delegation, my 
understanding is that there is a 
group that will be coming to tbe 
United States probably next 
month. They will be going to a 
number of countries to try to urge 
additional support, Arab League 
support for ending foe war be- 
tween Iran and Iraq. It is a 
danger not only to foe Arab 
countries that border along foe 
Gulf but to all countries that have 
an interest in foe Gulf. 

As you know, foe United 
States and a number of Western 
allies import to their economies 
— of great importance to their 
economies — a lage quantity of 
oil and other petroleum products 
through foe Gulf. It is a vital 
lifeline for many of those econo- 
mies, and something that is very 
important to us and to them. 

So we will be happy to receive 
this delegation. I don't know for 
sure who is going to be compris- 
ing it or foe exact date, but my 
understanding is it is sometime 
next month. 

Q: Isn't it being beaded by foe 
North Yemeni prime minister? 

A: I don’t know. I really don’t 
know who is going to be heading 
foe delegation. 

The second part of your ques- 
• tion — what are we doing— you 
were at the hearing yesterday, I 
believe, weren’t you? No. Let 
met just repeat a couple pf things 
that we said at foe time. When 
Assistant Secretary Muiphy was 
testifying yesterday before, the 
Hamilton subcommittee as begin- 
ning. just before he testified, 
Congressman Stephen Solarz tes- 
tified before foe subcommittee 
regarding a House Joint Resolu- 
tion H.J. Res. 216, which is 
urging support for ending foe war 
between Iran and Iraq. It was a 
resolution of support for efforts 
to end the war and stating on the 
record that foe U.S. Congress 
supported efforts to end the war, 
to bring about negotiations to end 
that tragic war. 

Mr. Murphy was asked at the 
time if foe administration sup- 
ported that resolution, and he 
said, "Yes, we do.” And we do 
very strongly. We think that a lot 
of effort, international efforts 
which we have supported — and 
in fact we’re working with various 
members of foe United Nations 


to try to get various resolutions 
with teeth in them, in foe past to 
try to move towards ending tbe 
war. 

Again, as in other conflicts, in 
order to end a war, yon have to 
have both parties willing to sit 
down and negotiate. And it has 
been some time since the Iraqi 
government has stated its willing- 
ness to negotiate, accept negotia- 
tion or mediation to end foe war. 
The Iranian side in foe war has 
steadfastly refused to accept it. 

We believe that one of foe best 
methods to convince tbe Iranians 
that it is not in their interest to 
continue foe war is to find ways of 
stopping war material from get- 
ting to them. Therefore, you have 
Operation Staunch, which is our 
way, our little effort, of trying to 
convince countries that do have 
an arms shipment relationship 
with Iran to stop it, because only 
when foe weapons supply dries 
up mil. We believe, the Ir anians 
be willing to sit down and negoti- 
ate their differences with foe 
Iraqis. 

So whenever we hear some- 
thing about possible shipments, 
either commercial ones through 
countries or govequnent ship- 
ments, we approach those gov- 
ernments and we tell them how 
strongly we feel about that This 
is foe way that we do implement 
Operation Staunch. 

Sohnnz Dabiri, BBC: I have a 
follow-up to this question, please. 
Don't you think that if the Ira- 
nians think that they are going to 
be defeated, don't you think that 
they might get up to more violent 
means in the Gulf? 

A: Let me understand. If Iranians 
think that they are going to — 
Ms. Dabiri: If they are dose to 
defeat, yes. 

A: I don’t — I have not been — 
Ms. Dabiri: That is what you are 
anticipating, isn’t it? 

A: We are not looking for tbe 
defeat or victory of either side. 
Wbat we think is in tbe best 
interests of both countries, which 
have suffered an enormous 
amount both in terms of people 
killed, wounded, and devastation 
of the economies, foe best in- 
terest of both sides is to sit down 
and negotiate their differences. 
We are not looking for foe defeat 
of Iran, we are not looking for the 
defeat of Iraq. I think foe Ira- 
nians believe that they can win 
this war. Why else would they 
pursue it so vigorously? 

Q: Now that foe Palestinians are 
meeting in Algiers to work out a 
platform, do you think that this 
process would pusb foe peace 
process forward or would hinder? 
A: I think it is a little bit too early 
to make an assessment of what 
bas been going on at the PNC in 
Algiers. I understand there is at 
least a couple of more days of 
discussions on there. There is a 
lot of inter-Arab politicking that- 
is going on. I do not want to 
involve myself in foe middle of 
that. There are enough people in 
Algiers that are talking about foe 
issues. 

Rafic Maalonf, An Nahar: 
Ambassador Murphy described 
foe talks in Moscow as, “We had 
solid discussion.” Can you say for 
now that from your talks with foe 
Soviet Union that they are chang- 
ing their position or behaviour 
like you say, you need to — 

A: I think that Secretary Shultz 
addressed himself to a number of 
issues in foe talks in Moscow and 
also to characterising Soviet be- 
haviour. Its policy changes are a 
whole glastnost way. He had a 
first-hand experience and, I 
think, described it very eloquent- 
ly — much better than I could. 

As far as specifics of their 
policies on foe Middle East, I 
think, it is probably better to go 
to foe Soviet spokesmen. As I 
said, they restated what their 
policies were on various issues. I 
am not saying that there is agree- 
ment because there certainly is 
not agreement on U.S. and 
Soviet positions as far as a num- 


ber of thing s in foe Middle East 
— whether it is a peace process, 
whether it is Afghanistan. I think 
you are all aware that there are 
some differences of view. 

I do not want to get into the 
specifics of this, though. 

Q: To go back to foe PNC — I 
know you say it is too soon for an 
assessment. 

A: Certainly for me. There may 
be some scholars out in the area 
who are willing to go out on a 
limb and predict, but I am not. 
Q: We will give it a shot, anyway. 
On foe abrogation of the Amman 
accord, does that make a differ- 
ence one way or the other, as far 
as the U.S. is concerned, in terms 
of pushing the peace process for-' 
ward or, again, acting as an 
obstacle? I mean, it has been 
moribund, to put it mildly, for 
some time. 

Does that change things at all, 
the fact that it has been 
announced? 

A: As I said, I do not want to get 
into any kind of an assessment of 
what has been going on there. 
But I would just - say that the 
peace process stands on its own 
merits. There are objective 
reasons .why -the process should 
go forward. There are many of 
them; you can probably think of 
more than I can. But certainly all 
of foe peoples from foe region 
could benefit from a negotiation 
that would lead to peace between 
Israeli and Arab, whether Palesti- 
nian or from other countries in 
the region. 

What we feel is that there has 
been a lot — as I said before — 
there is a lot of inter-Arab, inter- 
PLO politicking that is going on 
over there. I do not want to get 
myself in foe midde of it. But foe 
peace process, from our point of 
view, is not being held hostage to 
wbat is going on in inter-PLO 
politics. It has its own merits that 
require continuous effort — and I 
notice that foe Jordanians have 
said that they will continue to 
press forward because the peace 
process is very important. 

A: On foe same topic, that was 
foe same question I had in mind. 
Assistant Secretary Murphy indi- 
cated yesterday — and just given 


me correct — whether we have 
foe correct feeling of what he 
said. He reacted positively by not 
reacting negatively towards what 
is happening at foe PNC. When 
he said that foe fact that foe 
Amm an accord was abrogated 
should be no reason for the peace 
process to stop. 

A: That is exactly what I said in 
different words. 

Q: What did be mean by that? 
A: What it means is Chat there are 
objective criteria — there are 
reasons why foe peace process 
should go forward. There are a 
lot of people in the region — in 
fact, a vast majority of the people 
in foe Middle East — who would 
benefit from, we think, foe peace 
process going forward and com- 
ing to its ultimate destination, 
which is a comprehensive peace 
in foe region. This is something 
that we have strived for and a 
■number of players in the region 
have as well. 

What we are trying to reach 
now is to find foe criteria. How 
are we going to get these negotia- 
tions started? We think that foe 
stands on its own merit. It is very 
important, and I think that is why 
foe Jordanian — I do not mean, to 
be a spokesman for them and I 
am not acting as one. But I think 
that is why- foe Jordanians have 
felt and came out with a state- 
ment saying that they will con- 
tinue to pursue the process be- 
cause it should go forward. We 
believe very strongly that it 
should. 

Q: But foe implication of foe 
abrogation of the Amman agree- 
ment basically means that it will 
be difficult for Palestinians to 
step forward and participate 
either in a joint delegation or as 
independents or whatever. 

A: I do not want to read into, as I 
said before, what is going on in 
Algiers right now. There are 
several more days of discussions 
that are there. As you know, in 
many parlays of this sort, it takes 
a long time to sift through and to 
see wnat things really mean. I am 
not going to make an assessment 
right now on that. 

Q: But in other words, you are 


leaving foe door open for Palesti- 
nians to take part in foe joint 
delegation by not reacting — 

A: We have always said that 
Palestinians must be involved ev- 
ery step of foe way in foe pegee 
process. They are directly 
affected by it and they should be 
a part of it. This has always been 
our policy. If you take a look 
back to Sept. 1, 1982 — the 
president's Middle East peace in- 
itiative — Palestinians figure very 
prominently in that. This is not 
any change in our policy. 

Hamdi Fuad, AI Abram. Is it 
easier for the United States that 
there will be a separate Palesti- 
nian delegation in foe talks, or ft 
is better for you that there will be 
a Jordanian-Palestinian delega- ; 
tion? I am not speaking about the* 
PLO now because foe formula 
which was proposed by tbe PLO. 
— that the Palestinians should be 
represented by themselves in a 
separate delegation oot even in 
an Arab delegation. 

A: For foe last several years, foe 
Jordanians — King Hussein and 
others in the Jordanian govern- 
ment — have been discussing 
with Palestinians foe possibility of 
a joint Palestmian-Jordanian de- 
legation. This is something that 
we have talked about almost con- 
tinuously as what we see as a very 
logical and what we think could 
be a very good move; that there 
would tie a delegation, a joint 
delegation, Jordanian/Paiestine 
delegation set up to negotiate 
with Israel. 

As I sand, I don’t want to get 

into what is happening j n the 

middle of foe PLO conference in 
Algiers, the PNC conference over 
there. As I said, foe joint delega- 
tion idea was something that has 
been discussed over the last 
several years as a very logical 
and, we think, possibly a very * 
productive kind of arrangement 
for negotiations with Israel to 
settle the differences. The 
Palestinians and Jor danian* have 
a lot in common as they do with 
Israelis. They also have a lot of 
differences to discuss with foe 
Israelis. 

I hope that explains it. 


PLO leaders finalise Algiers resolutions

Times that he expected the Ex- 
ecutive Committee to maintain its 
present strength of 15 members. 
The committee includes three 
representatives of Fateh, one rep- 
resentative for each of the five 
other factions and seven indepe- 
dents. 

Among those expected to be 
dropped from the committee are 
Mohammad Milhem and 
Mohammad Abbas, leader of foe, 
Palestine Liberation Front. 

In a major policy speech on 
Wednesday, Mr. Faro ok Kad- 
doumi, bead of foe PLO political 
department, said the PLO was 
committed to continuing dialogue 
with Jordan and establishing a 
new framework for relations with 
foe Kingdom. He said foe PLO 
backed tbe confederation formu- 
la between Jordan and an inde- 
pendent Palestinian state. 

Mr. Kaddoumi spelled out the 
organisation’s conditions under 
which it would attend an interna- 
tional peace conference on foe 
Middle East. He said foe PLO 
would only participate as a fully- 
fledged member on an equal foot- 
ing with other countries and with 
a separate delegation. 

He said Israel and tbe United 
States were foe only two parties 
opposed to foe conference and 
that both countries were trying to 
forestall it from serving its pur- 
pose by insisting on direct nego- 
tiations that were rejected by all 
Arab parties. 

Mr. Kaddoumi said foe prop- 
osed conference should be con- 
vened at the invitation of foe 
United Nations based on all perti- 
nent U.N. resolutions on the 


Palestine problem and a guaran- 
tee for foe Palestinians' right to 
self-determination and an inde- 
pendent state. 

He said the conference should 
have frill authority in foe arbitra- 
tion and decision-making area. 

On foe PLO’s relations with 
Syria, Mr. Kaddoumi praised 
Damascus for what he described 
as its “historic role” in support of 
foe Palestinian cause but said that 
Syria was indirectly responsible 
for Lebanon’s “camps war.” 

A threat by PFLP leader 
George Habash to walk out from 
foe PNC meeting, reportedly in- 
sisting that foe PLO sever all ties 
with Egypt appears to have been, 
averted, according to official 
Palestinian sources. 

Reports reaching here on 
Thursday and Friday said that an 
agreement had been reached 
among the various Palestinian 
factions over PLO-Egypt ties but 
they gave no details. 

Saiah Khalaf, a member of foe 
Fateh Central Committee, said 
on Thursday that an agreement 
was reached regarding Egypt af- 
ter intensive deliberations. He 
said it was unreasonable to sever 
ties with Arab states that had 


borders with Israel at a time when 
foe international conference was 
becoming more and more possi- 
ble. He said a formula was 
reached that allows foe PLO to 
maintain links with Egypt. 

Diplomatic sources in Moscow 
revealed on Thursday that the 
Soviet Uniou had played a role in 
foe reconciliation between PLO 
factions attending foe Algiers 
meeting through a message deli- 
vered to PLO leaders through foe 
head of a delegation attending 
foe meeting. The sources said the 
Soviet message urged flexibility 
vis-a-vis relations with Egypt. 

In a statement to reporters on 
Thursday, deputy commander of 
FLO forces Khalil AI Wazir con- 
firmed that foe agreement on ties 
with Egypt was based on previous 
PNC and Arab summit resolu- 
tions. He said foe PLO would 
also be working towards foe nor- 


Damascus-based PFLP leader 
Ahmad Yamani categorically' de- 
nied on Wednesday that he had 
threatened to split foe PFLP if 
Mr. Habash conceded to de- 
mands by Fateh and other fac- 
tions not to sever ties with Cairo.

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World birth rate rises

WASHINGTON — The rate at 
which people are being bom is 
speeding up again, just as the 
planet's population edges past the 
■S billion milestone, a population 
study group reported Monday, 

The private Population Refer- 
ence Bureau cited an easing of 
stnct ( birth limits in China as a 
prime reason for the pickup in 
population growth. 

The Bureau’s new world 
population data sheet for 1987 
estimates that the July 1 popula- 
tion of the world will be 5.026 
billion. 

The United Nations has pro- 
jected dial the world will pass the 
5 billion milestone early in July, 
while another private study 
group, the Population Institute, 
calculated the mark was passed 
last year. 

In its new report, the Popula- 
tion Reference Bureau estimated 
the worldwide birth rate at 28 
births per 1,000 people, up from 

27 last year. The world’s rate had 
been 27 for two years, down from 

28 in 1984 and 29 in 1983, the 
group said. 

“If Beijing continues to ease up 
on its population policy, it win 
shatter current assumptions ab- 
out a continuing slowdown in the 
global population’s growth rate,” 
said Bureau specialist Carl Haub. 
“China’s sheer size dominates the 
entire demographic picture.” 

China’s policy of one child per 
family had been very effective in 
reducing growth in recent years, 
but that has not been stressed as 
heavily this year, said Mary Kent 
Of the Bureau. 

As a result, China's birth rate 
jumped from 18 per 1,000 people 
in 1986 to 21 this year ana “they 
may have trouble getting it back 
down,” Kent said m a telephone, 
interview. 

“They didn't mean to ease up 
that much,'' she said, adding that 
there have been indications that 
Chinese officials plain to renew 
their stress on small families. 

Kent cited a combination of 
factors for the Chinese increase in 
births, including some public 
reaction against the strict limits, a 
large number of young people 


moving into the childbearing ages 
and some chan ges in the age at 
which people many. 

Between 1986 and 1987, die 
Chinese population grew from 
1.263 billion to 1.275 billion. That 
means more than one h uman 
being in five was a resident of 
China 

China’s stria birth pofa'des 
have been subject to criticism in 
recent years, with critics in the 
United States contending that 
coercion was being used to get 
people to have abortions. Such 
criticisms led to the cutoff of a 
proposed 25 -milli o n -dollar U.S. 
contribution to the United Na- 
tions Fund for Population Activi- 
ties last year. 

Regionally. Africa has the 
world's highest birth rate, averag- 
ing 44 births per 1,000 people, 
down from 45 in 1986. Over the 
past year, the population of the 
African continent has increased 
from 583 million to 601 million. 

At the current rate, Africa's 
population will double in 28 
years, Kent and Haub said. 

Asia — not counting China — 
has the second highest birth rate 
at 33 per 1,000 people, down 
from 34 a year earher. The conti- 
nent's population outside China 
totals 1.868 billion, up from 1.826 
billion a year ago. 

Next came Latin America with 
a birth rate of 30 per 1,000 
population, down from 31 last 
year. The population of that area 
rose from 419 million to 421 
million. 

Oceania, the nations of the 
Pacific Ocean, have an estimated 
birth rate of 20, down from 21 last : 
year. Their population totals 25 
million, about the same as last 
year. 

The birth rate for the Soviet 
Union is 19 per 1 ,000, down from 
20 a year ago in a population of 
284 million, np from 280 miliion. 

North America has a current 
birth rate of 15 per 1,000, down 
from 16. The population of die 
United States and Canada totals 
270 million, up from 267 million. 

And Europe sports the lowest 
birth rate at 13 per 1,000 people, 
unchanged from a year earlier. 
The population of that region is 
495 million, up from 493 million 
in 1986.

A tale of two cities 
in Johannesburg

JOHANNESBURG— It’s only a 
few minutes' journey from the* 
sumptuously good life to the ab- 
jectly bad in Johannesburg, but 
do not expea any road signs to 
show the way. 

The sweet-and-sour worlds 
forged by apartheid exist cheek 
by jowl in this city of two million 
people, yet the worst of the dark 
side can easily be overlooked 
because it is not advertised. 

Downtown Johannesburg is a 
deceptive starting-point to sam- 
ple the extremes of prosperity and 
poverty in South Africa that the 
rest of the world finds so hard to 
accept. 

Anyone expecting the crackle 
of racial tension is surprised by 
the lack of it, even when there is 
turmoil in the black townships on 
the fringes of the city. 

In the bars and restaurants of 
the opulent Carlton Hotel, blacks 
and whites rub shoulders as if the 
stark diaates of racial segrega- 
tion, and the hostilities bred by 
such policies, had evaporated. 

Step outside into the bustle of 
Johannesburg's main commercial 
district, and atmosphere is more 
akin to a prospering metropolitan 
area in the United States than to 
a community struggling to cope 
with internal unrest, economic 
recession and international 
ostracism. 

Trade sanctions imposed by 
Western countries seem to have 
had only a marginal effect on 
white South Africans’ lifestyle. 

Streets are crowded with top- 
of-the-line European and 
Japanese cars, local television 
carries such U.S. staples as “the 
Cosby Show,” “Dallas” and “HOI 
Street Blues” (albeit old epi- 
sodes), and offerings at cinemas 
include the Oscar-winning movie 
“Platoon,” which has just opened 
here about six months after it first 
appeared in New York. 

This comfortable tourist-book 
image of Johannesburg is rein- 
forced by the fact that some of 
the more notorious symbols of 
apartheid have disappeared as a 
result of cautious reform prog- 
ramme set in motion by the gov- 
ernment of President P.W. 
Botha. 

Bus stop signs saying “whites 
only” have gone, but colour 
codes on the stops for most routes 
still indicate which race may use 
them. 

On segregated public toilets, 
the desig nation is subtle and 
wordless -r- a white man on a 
black background or a black man 
on a white background. 

The abolition of laws prohibit- 
ing sexual relations between 
whi te s and other races means 
that, occasionally, one sees 
whites and non-whites holdin g , 
bands in public. * * 


The government goes so far as 
to say that apartheid is a thin g of 
the past, even though most pill are 
of racial segregation policies, 
such as a law which decrees 
where people will live according 
to the colour of their skin, remain 
intact. 

Whatever the government may 
say, die other side of South Afri- 
ca, where little attempt is made to 
sanitise apartheid, is just a few 
miles away. 

Drive up the six-lane motorway 
leading north, past suburbs with 
gentle-sounding names like 
Waverley, Melrose and Oak- 
lands, neighbourhoods of palatial 
shopping centres, rambling 
houses, lavish lawns and private 
swimming pools. 

Turn right at Gorlett Drive, left 
at Louis Botha Avenue, past a 
liquor store which claims to be 
world’s largest — and welcome to 
a patch of misery called Alex- 
andra. 

In a stark transition, paved 
highways peter out into rutted 
tracks, bouses give way to hovels, 
and the smell of success meets the 
stench of opeu sewers. 

“This is where the barbecues 
stop and the barbed wire begins," 
said a white social worker point- 
ing to one of the roadblocks 
which seal off entrances to Alex- 
andra. 

Much smaller than the more 
infamous Soweto township, south 
west of Johannesburg, Alexan- 
dra’s one square mile nonetheless 
packs in at least 100,000 blacks. 

It has been the scene of some 
of the most vicious violence in the 
past three years of township un- 
rest, in which at least 2,400 peo- 
ple have been killed nationwide, 
the majority of than blacks killed 
by fellow blacks. 

With many of the ghetto radic- 
als now in detention under 
emergency regulations imposed 
last June, Alexandra has been ' 
quiet in recent months. But ten- i 
son remains, as can be seen in 
the sullen expressions of many 
residents. 

One of the more precarious 
livelihoods in Alexandra is eked 
out by Pauline, who sells 
wgar Aitfts and soft drinks from 
what is both her workplace and 
home — an old bus. 

Some years ago, a fleet of 
buses was sent to Alexandra, 
ostensibly to relocate thousands 
of residents. But for bureaucratic 
reasons that have now been for- 
gotten, the buses stayed. The 
inhabitants of Alexandra prompt- 
ly turned public transport into 
public housing. 

Famili es of up to 12 people live 
in each of the buses, and count 
themselves lucky, as many others 
make do with more precarious, 
homes comprising no more than 
plastic sheets draped over 
wooden frames.

DAMASCUS — Syrian compos- 
er Mohammad Abdul Karim, a 
dwarf who became a prince, is 
celebrating 70 years of music. 

Abdul Karim, who is only 
three feet (90 cm.) tall, says the 
title of emir, or prince, was bes- 
towed upon him by three Arab 
kings for his prowess on the 
bozoq — a Mediterranean instru- 
ment from which he says he is 
inseparable. 

The instrument, made of straw- 
berry wood and with two double- 
cords, was said to have been 
played by women at sultans’ 
palaces, but was most popular 
during the lifetime of the famous 
Persian poet Omar A1 Khayyam. 

Abdul Karim, whore European 
beret trademark is unusual for 
tire Arab World, said the title 
“emir of the bozoq” was bes- 
towed on him by the late kings 
Fouad of Egypt, Abdullah of 
Jordan and Gbazi of Iraq. 

The bozoq took its name from 
the Turkish word “bozouk” 

(taste) and resembles the Greek 
bouzould, which is made of met- 
al, Abdul Karim said. 

He told Reuters he had com- 
posed more than 350 tunes which 
have been used by many famous 
Arab singers. 

“You better hear about me 
rather than see me,” be said, 
echoing a famous statement by a — . 
renowned but unattractive Arab CVlD

Forgive me if I 
vote for People

THERE are those in our world 
whose pleasure it is to speak ill of 
die United Nations, as though 
that organisation were the source 
of all their frustrations, a barrier 
to what they regard as a healthy 
nationalism, and as money down 
the drain. 

It is always difficult to argue 
with such people, since by nature 
they are more adept at expressing 
opinions of their own than at 
listening to those of others, and 
therefore have difficulties with 
the rules of debate, and the fun- 
damental principles of demo- 
cracy. 

Because of this, they regard 
themselves as essentially political 
animals, always alive to any quirk 
of national policy not to their 
liking, forever writing to news- 
papers and congressmen in order 
to express their outrage at this or 
that. As often as not, they are 
members of pressure groups to 
right real or imagined wrongs, 
and to protect themselves against 
often peaceful folk who do not 
happen to share their views. 

It stands to reason that once 
such people find it hard to sto- 


mach internal democracy, any 

rim 


form of democracy tinged wit 
(or, in their views, tarnished 
with) internationalism is bound to 
act as an intolerable provocation. 

A sophisticated- idea such as 
the United Nations, born of the 
world’s deceptions, and the 
errors of the League of Nations, 
which, on top of other novelties, 
gives small nations the illusion of 
being as worthy of attention as 
the greatest powers on this 
planet, is the ultimate of imperti- 
nences to them. 


It stands to reason, therefore, 
that the agencies of the United 
Nations — the shop as opposed to 
the shop window of the General 
Assembly — have come in for 
their own share of misconception 
and abase. 

The International Labour 
Organisation and UNESCO have 
had more than the usual share of 
marching and countermarching, 
of threat and of gesture. Even 
UNICEF, the organisation with 
the least controversial of plat- 
forms. comes in for its regular 
ration of suspicion and abuse. 

“Haven’t we enough under- 
nourished and poor children of 
our own without bothering with 
those of other countries?" The 
ay usually emanates from rich 
parts of the developed world, and 
one must admit that, while one is 
often saddened by the degree of 
poverty in developing countries, 
one is sometimes shocked by the 
prevalence of poverty in wealthy 
countries. But it surely does not 
need an international organisa- 
tion to help solve problems which 
are not those of dire necessity, 
but of policy. 

UNICEF directs its energies 
and ideas toward those who are 
bom where history and geogra- 
phy have precluded a natural or 
available affluence, and it is right 
that this should be so. Its strength 
as an organisation is the very met 
of its independence from reli- 
gious or political colour. One 
remembers that in Nigeria, UN- 
ICEF was encouraged to con- 
tinue its mission of mercy im- 
mediately after the conclusion of 


the civil war over breakaway 
Biafra at a time when other, orga- 
nisations were denied this urgent 
access. One may also recall the 
appeals from the governments of 
both Sooth and North Vietnam, 
as w ell as from the Viet Cong, for 
UNICEF to become active even 
before the cessation of hostilities 
in order to save as many 
lives as possible as the chaos 
the final debacle engulfed them. 

Nowadays, the initia ls remain, 
even though UNICEF is no lon- 
ger called the United Nations 
International Children’s 
Emergency Fund, but merely the 
United Nations Orikhen’s Fond 

— no donbt because the 
emergency is ongoing and perpe- 
tual. There are always conflicts, 
famine and tragic migrations in 
the news. There has never been 
so much for UNICEF and its 
sister organisations with overlap- 
ping interests, such as the U.N. 
High Commissioner For Re- 
fugees and the World Health 
Organisation, to face up to. 

At a time when it is fashionable 
to reduce national contributions 
to international organisations in 
order to find funds for sections 
deemed imperative, such as de- 
fence, the ingenuity and w31 to 
survive of these servants of 
humanity are put to a severe test. 
It is remarkable with what resili- 
ence they have met the challenge. 

UNICEF has helped develop, 
and is now promoting worldwide, 
a cure for diarrhoeal dehydra- 
tion, that great killer of babies, 
which costs Ihe equivalent of 11 
cents U.S. a pack et. ... h ardly an 
extravagance. UNICEF has also 
estimated that it is possible in this 
day and age to immunise all the 
children in the world against a 
handful of lethal diseases which 
affect childhood for a cost 
amounting to less than that of 
three strategic bombers. 

Now, certainly to its pilot and 
to its designer one of these air- 
craft is a thing of beauty — and as 
an object of sheer design, it may 
well awaken feelings of aesthetic 
admiration in many of os. Bnt let 
us compare it to a child. Fust of 
all, for all its extraordinary tech- 
nical complication, it is far less 
sophisticated than a child. Its 
capacities are all destructive, and 
it cannot develop. It can merely 
age. That, a child can do also, bnt 
a child can grow, in size and in 
experience. It can even, if it has 
the inclination, become the mas- 
ter of such a machine, or its 
victim, if we all lose control over 
the monsters we never cease 
creating. 

Think, every time that such a 
machine falls from the sky by 
accident or design, that the supp- 
ly of vaccine which could have 
protected millions of the world's 
children has been splashed 
uselessly over the landscape. 

The time has come in the de- 
velopment of the human animal 
for a decision to be reached. 
Which are more important, peo- 
ple or things? Despite the fact 
that we spend infinitely more on 
things, on the pretext that these 
things are for the ultimate benefit 
of people, those who regard a 
particular nation as being above 
the rest instead of part of the rest 
must forgive me if I vote for 
people. People of every colour, 
every race, every belief. People

Stress hormone maintains 


concentration 


ACTH. the so-called adrenocor- 
ticotropic hormone, is discharged 
by the pituitary gland in stress 
situations. Among" other things it 
stimulates the production of glu- 
cose which nourishes the cells and 
has unexpected specific effects on 
the human intellect. Although 
the hormone exerts no noticeable 
influence on powers of reaction, 
mood, alertness and memory, it 
apparently prevents loss of con- 
centration usually experienced 
when performing tedious, soul- 
destroying chores.

One natu- 
ral function inhibiting attentive- 
ness gets lost in this process, 
however; test persons under the 
influence of ACTH have great 
difficulty shutting out distracting 
impressions. Nevertheless, in die 
absence of irritations, ACTH 
stimulates human powers of con- 
centration — The German Re- 
search Service. 


Prisoner No. 7 celebrates his 93rd birthday 


Rudolf HesSbas been in prison and largely cutoff from the rest of tbe 
world for more than 46 years. His son , who brings his father news 
from home, recently talked to Associated Press reporter George 
n«i«4m»pr about the lonely days “ Prisoner No. 7" spends at the 
fortress-like Spandau prism in West Berlin. It is one of the rare 
interviews Wolf Rueaiger Hess has granted recently. 


MUNICH, West Germany — 
The son of former Hitler deputy 
Rudolf Hess shows his father 
snapshots and discusses family 
matters. But be is prohibited 
from publicly disclosing specific 
details of his visits to West Ber- 
lin’s Spandau prison. 

The victorious allies, 42 years 
after the war, still impose rigid 
restrictions on contacts between 
the outside world and die last 
imprisoned Nazi leader. 

The main link for the prisoner, 
who turns 93 on April 26, is his 
son. Wolf Ruediger Hess. The 
younger Hess is the most fre- 
quent visitor on the monthly 
family visit permitted by the 
allies. 

In a rare interview at his office 
in Munich, Hess’ 49-year-old son. 
talked to the Associated Press, 
noting that the United States, the 
Soviet Union, France and Britain 
closely monitor his public state- 
ments about his father. 

“I take along pictures of my 
three children, I His/niss my job 
and family matters with my 
father, but I cannot tell you other 
details about talks or I will lose 
my rights to visit him,” Hess said. 

The younger Hess, now a suc- 
cessful Munich businessman, says 
his mother is too old and frail for 
the houriong airplane ride to 
West Berlin. 

“A family member is allowed 


to visit my father once a month 
for one hour. But my mother, 
who is 87 years old, hasn't visited 
him since his 91st birthday in 
1985,” Hess said. 

While Hess himself is severely 
limited in what be says, there are 
occasional leaks about the man 
who was disowned by Nazi dicta- 
tor Adolf Hitler after parachuting 
into Scotland in 1941 on a self- 
proclaimed peace mission. 

In August, Bild Am Sonntag 
newspaper published a recent 
photograph of Hess in his cell. He 
was standing at the foot of his 
bed, neatly dressed in a white 
shirt and gray trousers. 

Another picture showed Hess, 
officially known as Prisoner No. 
7, walking with his head bowed 
along a shrubbery-lined path on 
the prison grounds. 

Hess has required treatment at 
the British military hospital in 
West Berlin several times in re- 
cent years. He was last admitted 
March 1, reportedly suffering 
from pneumonia, and returned to 
the prison after 16 days. 

Bikl said at the tune that be 
was disoriented and nearly blind. 
Several weeks earlier, the news- 
paper said Hess had asked his son 
for ski goggles because the cold 
wind hurt his eyes during walks 
on the prison grounds. 

In addition to the exercise 
walks, Hess is allowed to read 


some newspapers and watch tele- 
vision censored of all references 
to the Nazi era or his case. 

Rudolf Hess was sent to Span- 
dau in 1947 with six other con- 
victed Nazis who have all since 
died. He has been the lone in- 
mate since October 1966, despite 
repeated appeals by his family 
and some Western officials to 
free him on humanitarian 
grounds. 

A diplomatic source in West 
Berlin, who asked not to be 
identified by name, said it has 
cost about 30 miUidu marks ($16 
milli on at present rates) to mam- 
tain and a dminis ter Spandau over 
the pat 20 years, not counting 
military salaries. 

The guards 1 salaries are paid by 
the four powers. All other costs 
are paid by West Germany. 

The younger Hess is adamant 
about seeking release for his 
father. Last month the elder Hess 
appealed to U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan and Soviet leader 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev for his 
freedom. The Soviets, Amer- 
icans, French and British would 
have to agree before any release 
could be granted. 

The mass-circulated newspaper 
Bild reported April 21 that the 
three Western allies — France, 
Britain and the United States — 
apparently had already signed the 
order for freeing Hess. 

The - Hamburg-based newspap- 
er did not say whether the Soviet 
government had agreed. 

Western source in West Berlin, 
speaking to the Associated Press 
on the condition of anonymity, 


discounted the report and said it 
probably was not true. 

“Some people say releasing 
him after all these years would be 
too much of a shock, but I think 
be would like to have that shock 
very much,” Hess' son said in the 
AP interview. 


Western allies have long en- 
dorsed releasing the elder Hess. 
But the Soviets always vetoed the 
idea, apparently because Hess’ 
“peace plan” reportedly called 
for the Western allies joining 
forces with the Germans against 
the Sonet Union. 

Citing diplomatic sources in 
Moscow, De Spiegel magazine of 
Hamburg said in its April 13 
edition that Gorbachev was con-' 
sidering agreeing to Hess’ release 
on humanitarian grounds. 

Hess said he is convinced his 
father, who has been jailed for 
more than 46 years, was on a 
peace mission when he flew to 
Britain in 1941 to personally 
propose a way to end world War 

n. 

“He was the only one (from the 
Nazi leadership) wbo tried to stop 
the war. It was a peace mission,” 
Hess said. 

Hess was imprisoned in Scot- 
land until the Nuremberg war 
crimes trials after World War n, 
where he was found guilty of 
“preparing and waging an aggres- 
sive war.” 

The court sentenced him to life 
'imprisonment without parole. 

“But he was exonerated of the 
charges of crimes against human- 
ity,” the younger Hess said of his 
father.

Dutch host Europe’s first Chinese acupuncture centre

GRONINGEN. Netherlands — 
Lunch at a Chinese restaurant in 
this northern Dutch city in De- 
cember 1985 changed die fortune 
of Groningen University dental 
faculty director Henk Termeulen. 

A year after his chance con- 
versation with the restaurant 
owner Termeulen was beading 
die first official centre outside 
China for teaching, applying and 
studying acupuncture, the 3,000- 
year-old Chinese practice of using 
needles to relieve pain and treat a 
wide range of medical disorders. 

“The object of the whole exer- 
cise is to come to a synthesis of 
Western mediane and traditional 
Chinese medicine in the hope it 
benefits patients,” Termeulen 
told Reuters. 

Zhang Yuqi, a doctor from 
Shanghai University’s Academy 
of Traditional Chinese Methane, 
is already treating 40 patients a 


week in Groningen, and 30 Dutch 
doctors and dentists have enrol- 
led for the first six-week course 
on 


There are dozens more would- 
be patients and students. 

The Hwa To Acupuncture 
Centre, as it is officially called, is 
the only place outside China 
where qualified medics can study 
the subject and get a frill Chinese 
diploma. 

Termeulen became involved 
after the restaurant owner asked 
him if he was interested in acu- 
puncture and told him Girina was 
keen to set up a university unit in 
Europe. 

“It was pure coincidence. 
Zhang knew the owner and that’s 
how foe contact was first made,” 
he recalled. 

Within a month, Zhang was in 
Groningen to negotiate. By 
September last year the deal was 
sealed and in October Zhang 
came bads to set up the centre. It 
formally opened in January. 


“The Chinese had the idea that 
the way acupuncture is dealt with 
in tbe West was too far removed 
from die original Chinese source, 
with the risk it could get a bad 
name,” he said. 

“They were looking for a link 
with a university to get away from 
the ‘freaky’ image acupuncture 
has in some times.” 

Most acupuncturists in the West 
have scant formal training and 
few Western countries, if any, 
regulate the practice. 

After market research, China 
homed in on the Netherlands as a 
European country that was cen- 
tral and had a good record in 
public health care. It was the 
restaurant link that got the ban- 
rolling in Groningen, a provincial 
city of 166.000 people that houses 
one of the most prestigious Dutch 
universities. 

The centre, which cost about 
200,000 guilders ($100,000) to 
establish and aims to be self- 
supporting in two years, is reg- 


istered as a foundation, giving it 
independent legal status within 
the university. 

Zhang, 32, soon to be joined 
by a second Chinese doctor, says 
some of the people who come to 
him have lost hope after years of 
pain which “conventional” medi- 
cine has failed to ease. 


“Up to now Fm quite satisfied 
nth the n 


with the results. Bnt it’s no mira- 
cle cure. You can’t use one nee- 
dle and it’s all gone,” stud Zhang, 
an energetic man wearing a well- 
cut Western suit. 


“We want to make acupuno- 
-tnre more acceptable and stan- 
dardised. It’s very handy and 
easy, but we don’t expect doctors 
here to chage. profession. It’s an 
additional medicine rather than 
an alternative,” he said. 


centre, which is housed in the 
dental faculty but is not restricted 
to dentistry. 

Thin needles of varying lengths 
are inserted to precise depths at 
exact points on the body and 
twirled or stimulated with elec- 
tricity. Moxibustion. burning 
herbs on the skin, is also used to 
promote blood circulation. 

“Most patients- are aged be- 
tween 40 abd 55 but we have 
than as old as 82 and as young as 
14,” Zhang raid. Most are cases 
referred from the university hos- 
pital's pain unit, but others are 
individuals who have heard about 
the centre. Those unsuited to 
treatment are diplomatically 
tamed away.

Following Dutch media cover- 
age, interest in the centre has 
grown dramatically.

Each patient is given a Western 
medical examination to make 
sure previous doctors have not 
missed something.

Two of those suited have had 
remarkable changes of fortune. 

A 53-year-old man who had 
been paralysed for seven years 
and was bodily lifted into Zhang's 
surgery for the first treatment is 
now driving his own car again 


Termeulen describes the future 
as very promising. In years to 
come he envisages a network of 
units across Europe with Gro- 
ningen as the headquarters. 

A spin-off from the centre is 
that Groningen will assist Shan- 
ghai in setting up a huge Western- 
style dental school. A Chinese 
culture centre is also planned in 
Groningen. 


Cuban animated cartoonist lauded for vampires and punchlines

HAVANA — Juan Padron mod- 
estly declines to be labelled as 
“Cuba’s Walt Disney,” though 
his animated cartoon films have 
won him an international reputa- 
tion. 

His new boar-long film, “Vam- 
pires in Havana,” a joint Cuban- 
West Gennan-Spani&h produc- 
tion, is being shown this month at 
a San Francisco film festival. Pad- 
ron will not attend, the United 
States had denied him a visa. 

He termed the U.S. move 
“very stupid,” especially ance 
such noted American film figures 
as Jack Lemmon, Gregory Peck 
and Robert de Niro attended a 
similar festival in Cnba a few 


months ago. 

Padron, 40, often works at his 
drawing board in his small living 
room, his two children playing 
nearby. 

In an interview with Renters at 
his flat, he spoke about his work, 
including- some of the three full- 
length animated cartoons and 
more than 40 short films be has 
made since becoming a director 
at Cuba’s Film Institute in 1974. 

He has been described as 
“Cuba’s Walt Disney” at film 
festivals and by foreign visitors. 
But when the label was men- 
tioned in the interview, he ob- 
jected to it, saying it might make 
people think he was arrogant. 

Most of his works were pro- 
duced by tbe institute. H is other 
new work is an animated short, a 


joint production by the institute 
and Qmno, an Argentine car- 
toonist whose “Mafalda” comic 
strip has followers throughout 
much of the Spanish-speaking 
world. 

Qmno chose Padron to ani- 
mate his work, believing he was 
capable of capturing the rhythm 
and spirit of the Mafalda jokes 
which appeal more to grown-ups 
than to small children. 

Padron’s “Quinoscopio” — the 
first of eight planned — has 
already won prizes at film festiv- 
als in Portugal, Spain and Cuba. 

Typical “Quinoscopio” 

humour is a two-minute joke 
featuring a stereotyped white 
hunter in Africa. A lion attacks 
and the ftmny-lookiiig little hun- 
ter brings him down. 


African bearers carry the dead 
lion, hanging from two poles, as 
the banter trudges behind them.

S. Korea rejects more Olympic sharing 


LAUSANNE. Switzerland (R) 
— South and North Korean 
Olympic officials will meet here 
in July seeking to avert a 
threatened communist boycott of 
the 1983 Seoul Summer Games, 
the international Olympic Com- 
mittee HOC) has announced. 

But the head of South Korea's 
National Olympic Committee 
said after meeting the IOC execu- 
tive board Thursday that Seoul 
»vou>d not allow more events to 
he transferred to Pyongyang, 
caoital of communist North 


i\crea. 

Kim Chang-Ha told reporters 
that- his delegation had agreed to 
nn IOC request to meet the North 
Koreans in Lausanne on July 
.’4-; 5. *t would be the fourth 


bilateral meeting since 1985. 

He said Seoul would refuse to 
make any further concessions to 
North Korea beyond a “final 
proposal" drafted by the IOC. 

The compromise plan gives 
Pyongyang a right to host two 
sports: archery and table tennis. 
It also transfers two individual 
events, a qualifying soccer round 
and a 100-kilometre cycle race 
which would begin in Pyongyang 
and cross the dunilitansed zone 
to Seoul. 

Kim said: "We are not going 
beyond those four sports.” 

IOC President Juan Antonio 
Samaranch told a news briefing: 
"All floors are still open for 
North Korea to accept the IOC 
compromise. 
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“We think and hope it will be 
the last bilateral meeting. But I’m 
not sure.” 

Samaranch said the IOC might 
consider “small changes” to the 
compromise package, but de- 
clined to say what he meant. 

Kim said his delegation would 
insist on three principles in its 
talks with North Korea:. North 
Korea participation in * Seoul 
events free access to North Korea 
for Olympic officials, athletics 
and media and Seoul to stage the 
opening and closing ceremonies 
for the Pyongyang events. 

Kim said: "The agenda for the 
July meeting should be confined 
to these three basic issues.” 

North Korea has demanded a 
right to host eight of the 23 sports 
in the Games — including box- 
ing, wrestling, gymnastics, 
weightlifting and the entire soccer 
competition. 

Pyongyang argues that the 
Games, awarded to Seoul in 
1981, belong to the whole Korean 
people and should be shared. The 
two states fought a war from 
1950-53 and remain divided. 

Samaranch said Wednesday: 
“What we have offered to the 
North Koreans is very important 
— it is historic. It has never 
before happened in Olympic his- 
tory.”

PHILADELPHIA (R) — South 
African-born Sydney Maree 
spurted to the lead with 230 
metres remaining and won the 
men’s 5,000-metre race in 13 mi- 
nutes 34.7 seconds at the Pain 
Relays athletics meeting.

Jean-Pierre Ndayisenga of Bel- 
gium won the men’s 10,000 
metres in 28:23.4 and Ireland’s 
Caroline Mullen, a student at 
Western Michigan University, 
was first in the women’s 5,000 
with a time of 15:58.9. 

American Patty Matava won 
the women’s 10,000 in 32:58.4. 

Schowanda Williams of the 
United States opened the Thurs- 
day competition by winning the 
women's 400-metre hurdles in 
56.98 seconds. 

“It's much too early for fast, 
times,” said Maree, now an 
American citizen and the U.S. ■ 
record bolder in the 5,000.

LONDON (R) — Two goals in 
the opening 11 minutes swept 
Porto to an unexpected 2-1 away 
win over Dynamo Kiev and into 
its first European Cup final where 
it will, face Bayern Munich in 
Vienna on May 27. 

The West German champion 
and league leader survived the 
scorching Cauldron of Real Mad- 
rid in its semifinal second-leg tie, 
losing 1-Q, but going through 4-2 
on aggregate. 

It was a magnificent rearguard 
action by the Bavarians after hav- 
ing captain and sweeper Klaus 
Angela thaler sent off in the 29th 
minute, two minutes after Carlos 
Saoti&ana had scored the Spa- 
niards’ solitary goal.

well-deserved victory and spark 
street celebrations at home.

Bob Lemond said. “It’s not 
something you just train for. You 
have to race, yon have to be 
competitive for almost the whole 
beginning of the season.” 

The La Vie Gair team, for 
which Greg Lemond has ridden 
the past two seasons, sent flowers 
to foe hospital and toki him be 
would be paid his reported salary 
S3 30.000 this year. Lemond also 
earns about that modi from en- 
dorsement. 

If his recovery proceeds on 
schedule, he could be released 
from the hospital fo about six 
days, according to Dr. James 
Holcroft, professor of surgery at 
the University of California/ 
Davis Medical Centre. 

“I think he’ll recover fine,” 
Holcroft said. "I don’t know 
wires his next race is. He’s going 
to be out of action for a while.” 

Ordinary recovery time for 
such injuries would be three to 
four months, Holcroft said.

PHILADELPHIA . — As 
Dr. J, he set the style for a 
generation of players. As Julius 
Erving. former star of the Nation- 
al Basketball Assodation, he 
hopes to restyle his life. 

Erving plans to devote himself 
to managing bis businesses and to 
hobbies and travels he has not 
been able to pursue during his 
years in the game. 

In his 16 years as a professional 
basketball player. Erving has 
touched the lives of thousands of 
fans, young and old. He has 
shaped the careers of dozens of 
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players such as Michael Jordan, 
Dominique Wilson and Magic 
Johnson, whether they know it or 
not. Most of them do. 

“When I was young and 
thought of the NBA, J thought of 
Dr. J,” said Jordan, the Chicago 
guard who succeeds Erving as 
basketball’s fanciest flyer. "I was 
fo awe of him. I take it as a 
compliment when people com- 
pare me to him.” 

While playing for the Amer- 
ican Basketball Assodation fo his 
early 20s, Erving did things on a 
court that few have come dose to 
imitating, though many have 
tried. In his H years fo the NBA 
with the Philadelphia 76ers, he 
attained a level of play that could 
make him only the third man to 
surpass 30,000 points fo a pro 
career, joining Kareem Abdul 
Jabbar and Wilt Chamberlain. 

“Julius Erving gave young 
players someone to emulate,” 
said Seattle coach Bemie Bicker- 
staff. “You here people say 
there’ll never be another Dr. J, 
but there are kids out there 
trying. Doc gave them a start.” 

Erving acquired the nickname 


Dr. J during high school days on 
Long Island, New York because 
of the way he “operated” on the 
Long Island, New York because 
of foe way he “operated” on foe 
court. 

Now, at age 37 and finishing 
the final weeks of his career, 
Erving has put his own achieve- 
ments fo perspective. He will 
retire after foe playoffs, without 
regrets but not without plans. 

“My existence has been en- 
hanced by the image of Dr. J, but 
my life is not necessarily en- 
hanced,” he said. “Dr. J has 
made it more complicated. If I 
was less popular, my life would 
be easier to manage. Certainly, I 
could go more places without 
having to consider whether Fll 
either be catered to or harassed.” 

“I separate who I am, Jufias 
Erving, from foe image of Dr. J. 
To me, Julins Erving is a man 
who is respected, who carries 
himself with dignity and prase 
and is concerned about things in a 
more profound way than in a 
superficial way,” he said. 

“Dr. J is a sports hero. If Tm 
visiting a hospital or con&zcting a 


dime for 2,000 kids, they’re going 
to "hi, doc” mee to death. To 
them, I am Dr. J and one else. I 
can’t deny what’s so real to 
them.” 

So distinct are foe two Erving 
personalities that he divided them 
into two companies. Erving, chief 
executive officer of the Erving 
Group Inc., wears dark suits and 
concentrates on investments, 
management and consulting. Dr. 
J, the basketball player and presi- 
dent of Dr. J. Enterprises, makes 
public service and charity appear- 
ances. 

Aside from spearheading his 
two companies, he is looking 
forward to having more freedom 
fo his new life. 

“Tm excited about befog free 
to do a lot of thin g s that I’ve 
never done, like go to March 
Gras, the Super Bowl or go to the 
rid slopes,” Erving said. “Now, if 
I want to play in a softball league 
or ride motorcycles or just let 
myself go for a few weeks without 
worrying about my physique or 
my conditioning, or even go on a 
safari to Africa, I can do ft. 

‘Til have hundreds, maybe 


thousands, of choices 1 haven’t 
had before.” 

“It's only fitting, after all. He 
gave today’s player hundreds of 
choices be never had before. He' 
was the forerunner of foe modern 
basketball star, the one who has 
added foe element of surprise to 
the more fundamental skill s of 
the game’s earlier stars. 

Erving’s individual expression, 
the ability to make a move rtiat 
will be remembered long after a 
game is forgotten, has him 
the measuring stick for young 
players. 


He started his basketball career 
as a little-known forward from 
the little-known University of 
Massachusetts. In 1971, be signed 
with the Virginia Squires oftbe 
ABA, an intent step-brother of 
the NBA, where he played two 
years. He then moved to the 
ABA’s New York Nets, where he 
showcased his unique talent. It 
was during fats ABA years that he 
reinvented the game. 

“Anyone who compares a play- 
er to Dr. J just doesn't under- 
stand,” said Hubie Brown. 
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Soviet economy fails to meet targets 


MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet 
economy failed to reach its 
targets for growth in the first 
three months of 1987 because of a 
combination of poor manage- 
ment and bad weather condi- 
tions, the government reported. 

Industrial output increased 2.5 
per cent during the first quarter 
of the year, short of the S3 per 
cent growth needed to keep up to 
the five-year plan. 

The report appeared to be a 
setback for Mr. Mikhail Gor- 
bachev's efforts to push the 
Soviet economy forward by mak- 
ing it more modem and efficient. 

The Central Statistical Admi- 
nistration, whose report was pub- 
lished in the government news- 
paper Izvesria, said the weak 
economic performance was the 
result of “deficiencies in orga- 
nisation and economic activity ... 
and poor preparedness for winter 
conditions and demands for high 


quality.” 

It said that beginning Jan. 1, 
greater quality was demanded of 
about 1,500 production enter- 
prises. Many of them turned out 
not to be ready for higher quality 
demands, it said. 

In the first quarter, about 300 
million rubles ($450 million) of 
inferior products were not 
accepted as counting toward pro- 
duction goals, it said. 

The statistics indicated that bit- 
terly cold winter weather may 
have played a factor in some of 
the poor performances. Produc- 
tion increased by six per cent in 
March, after the worst of the 
winter weather was over. 

Labour productivity, a mea- 
sure of the success of Mr. Gor- 
bachev's effort to make the eco- 
nomy more efficient, rose 2.6 per 
cent, the report said. 

But productivity levels fell in 
four of the 15 Soviet republics — 


Uzbekistan, Georgia, Kirgizia 
and Tadzhikstan. Overall produc- 
tion in Kirgizia, a Central Asian 
republic bordering China’s Sink- 
iang province, fell 1.2 per cent 
compared to 1986. 

Energy production, metals and 
agriculture did well during the 
first three months of the year, but 
the statistics indicated problems 
in machine-building and produc- 
tion of consumer products. 

Television set production fell 
17 per cent short of the plan, and 
production of radios, tape recor- 
ders, refrigerators and freezers, 
washing machines and sewing 
machines also came up short. 

The report said agricultural 
production, a chronic sore spot, 
increased 8.7 per cent. Although 
milk and meat production targets 
were met in each of the 15 Soviet 
republics, there still were some 
interruptions in store supplies, it 
said. 


Norway’s oil output drops 

OSLO (R) — Norway's North Sea oil output fell in March to 
below one million barrels per day (b/d), its lowest level in five 
months. 

Oil firms said the decline brought overall March output within a 
7.5 per cent cutback scheme announced by Norway for the first half 
of 1987 in support of efforts by the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) to maintain world crude prices at 
around $18 a barrel by limiting supplies. 

Non-OPEC Norway is Western Europe’s second biggest oil 
producer after Britain, which is also not a member of the 13-nation 
group. 

Crude production last month averaged 989,883 b/d, nearly 2.3 
per cent less than the 2.031 million b/d Norway pumped in 
February, when the cutbacks first took effect. 

Oil companies said the lower production levels had met a first, 
quarter target ceiling set in January by the oil ministry and were 
likely to come down further in the second quarter. 


Japan to lend L. America $30b 

WASHINGTON (R) — Japan plans to lend up to $30 billion to 
Latin American debtor nations as part of a policy of taking a 
broader role in the world economy, a special envoy of Japanese 
Prime Minister Yasuhiro Nakasone said on Thursday. 

Shin taro Abe said in an interview published in the Washington 
Post that the funds would be taken from surpluses Japan has earned 
in trade with other countries. 

Abe was in Washington to try to defuse U.S.-Japanese trade 
tensions before Nakasone's visit here next week. 

Tensions have risen over Japan's large trade surpluses, and the 
United States has urged Japan to play a greater role in the 
international economy. 

The Japanese loans, to come over three years, are seen as a part 
of Nakasone's’ reaction to the U.S. call. Japan is also planning to 
stimulate its domestic spending to draw in additional foreign goods. 

“I hope ,the new scheme will be seen in its broader context of 
Japanese-U.S. cooperation in coping with international problems,” 
Abe was quoted as telling tbe Post. 

He said the Japanese government would guarantee some of the 
loans through its export-import bank. 


LONDON STOCK MARKET 


LONDON (R) — Share prices lost a little of Friday's strong gains 
in the late afternoon following the shaky opening on Wall Street 
on Friday, dealers said. 

By 1430 GMT the FTSE 100 index was up 29.S to 1,998.1, but 
had swept above 2,000 to 2,005. 1 by 1 129 GMT, a gain on the day 
of 36.8 points. The previous largest one day points advance of 
32.6 was registered in January this year. 

Speculation that the ruling Conservatives will call a general 
election soon, which they are forecast to win convincingly, was 
providing much of the impetus for the gains. 

The speculation over an election, possibly in June, was 
triggered by remarks from the prime minister on Thursday that 
the government will soon be “putting to the electorate” certain 
measures on welfare payments to young people. 

Recent newspaper articles saying that the government is aiming 
at fresh cuts in income taxes to 25 per cent from 27 per cent and its 
settlement of a pay claim in Britain’s public health care sector 
have heightened the general election speculation. 

Analysis are in no doubt the Conservatives will be returned to 
power with a strong majority, especially after recent opinion polls 
•giving them a 15 point lead over the opposition.

Chrysler 

acquires 

Lamborghini 

MODENA, Italy (R) — U.S. 
auto giant Chrysler said Thursday 
it had bought Lamborghini in its 
second major deal with an Italian 
high-performance sports car mak- 
er in a year. 

Last May it acquired a minority 
stake in Maserati, with an option 
to take majority control, in Janu- 
ary, 1996., 

Chrysler said Thursday it was 
buying Lamborghini outright 
from the Mimran family of Gene- 
va, which took over the Modena- 
based firm in 1980 when it was 
under court-appointed adminis- 
tration after running into finan- 
cial difficulties. 

Financial details of the takeov- 
er by Chrysler were not disclosed. 

“We are taking heritage that 
has few if any equals in the annals 
of automotive engineering and 
design,” said Chrysler Motor 
Carp Chairman Gerald Green- 
wald. 

“Lamborghini not only will be- 
nefit from Chrysler's capital re- 
sources, but also from our adv- 
anced electronics knowledge and 
North American marketing ex- 
pertise,” he added. 

Mr. Greenwald, speaking at a 
news conference outside Lam bo r- 
ghini’s factory which was 
attended by about 200 company 
workers, said the purchase would 
give Chrysler a boost in its high- 
performance product line. 

Lamborghini, which broke 
even last year on sales of 28 
billion lire ($22 million;, makes 
450 luxury sports cars and 100 
marine engines a year. 

Its sleek futuristic-looking 
Countach Quattrovale car sells 
for about $127,000 in the United 
States, Lamborghini's largest ex- 
port market. Lamborghini, which 
employs 300 people, says the 
Countach is the world's fastest 
automobile in production with a 
top speed of more than 170 miles 
per hour. 

Last month Chrysler, which 
has made a spectacular recovery 
since coming close to collapse in 
the late 1970s, agreed to buy 
French-government owned Re- 
nault's 46.1 per cent stake in 
American Motors Corp. 


Dollar plummets to 139.05 yen in Tokyo 


TOKYO (R) — Dealers predicted a further fall for 
the dollar as the currency plunged to a post-war low 
of 139.05 yen in Tokyo Friday — but officials said 
Japan had no plans other than intervention to halt 
the decline. 


The Bank of Japan, worried 
that a weaker dollar could ruin 
Japanese exporters, actively 
bought the U.S. currency when 
tiie market opened and spent as 
much as $500 million in the morn- 
ing alone, dealers said. 

But the dollar still tumbled on 
heavy selling by investment 
trusts, life insurance companies 
and trading houses, who are con- 
vinced Washington wants its cur- 
rency to fall more, they said. 

The decline was accelerated 
when Finance Minister Kiichi 
Miyazawa, who has been out- 
spoken in support of the dollar, 
told reporters Friday morning 
that Japan planned no measures 
except market intervention to 
prop up tbe dollar. 

"Operators were in panic to 
sell dollars this morning as they 
did not want to swim against the 
stream,” one dealer said. 

The dollar closed at 139.50 
yen, down sharply from 140.75 
yen Thursday night in New York 
and 141.15 yen at the market's 
close here on Thursday. 

The U.S. currency ended at 
1.8010 West German marks, 
down from 1.8060 marks in New 
York. It had been as low as 
1.7932 marks. 

Some dealers said the dollar 
was unlikely to move quickly 
back above 140.00 yen since ex- 
porters were anxious to contract 
more sales of the dollar for future 


dates. 

The forward deals allow them 
to lock in exchange rates at pre- 
sent levels, eliminating the possi- 
bility of ending up with fewer yen 
per dollar in the future. 

Dealers said the dollar would 
now bead towards 135 yen. Even 
if it rebounds next week, many 
operators will see that as a chance 
to sell, they said. 

One dealer said the new trad- 
ing range for the dollar seemed 
now to be established between 
135 and 145 yen. 

The ruling Liberal Democratic 
Party has drawn up a plan to 
expand domestic demand and in- 
crease imports in time for Prime 
Minister Yasuhiro Nakasone's 
visit to Washington next week, 
party officials said. 

The plan, along the lines of a 
draft proposal earlier this month, 
rails for more government spend- 
ing in this financial year and more 
outlays by private industry . 

Mr. Nakasone will explain the 
measures to U.S. officials after be 
arrives in Washington on April 
29. 

The dollar's drop spurred sell- 
ing in Tokyo of 30-year U.S. 
treasury bonds, which lost nearly 
one point. 

International gold prices, on 
the other hand, surgeo to around 
S462.25JS463.25 here from 
$452.75/5453-50 in New York 
Thursday night. 


However, the stock market, 
which usually responds negatively 
to sharp dollar declines because 
this harms exporters, largely 
ignored currency movements. 
The index eased 18.24 points to 
24.006.37. 

Silver price soars 
to three-year high 

Meanwhile, silver prices soared 
in New York to their highest 
levels since June 1984, stemming 
from an apparent effort by Peru 
to set up a silver producers’ carrel 
and worries about the world eco- 
nomic outlook. 

Spot silver gained 87 cents to 
close at $8.90 an ounce on the 
commodity exchange after earlier 
hitting £9.000. Most futures con- 
tracts closed up the 50-cent limit 
allowed by tbe exchange. 

Dealers said that speculators 
seized on the Peruvian decision 
Tuesday to suspend some sales as 
a fresh impetus to buy the metal. 
Peru is tbe world's second-largest 


producer. It is also seeking talks 
with Mexico, the largest world 
producer, on forming a joist 
marketing arrangement in order 
to increase world prices. 

“The consequences of Peru’s 
price propping campaign could 
lead to price volatility in the 
months ahead,” one analyst said. 

Dealers said Peru will need to 
change its marketing strategy, 
which has been to maximise silver 
exports, if it is to succeed in 
raising and bolding up prices. 

Silver has for some time been 
considered undervalued in rela- 
tion to gold. It has fallen by some 
90 per cent since the record highs 
of 1980, much more than other 
precious metals. 

By the start of this year, an 
ounce of silver cost only one 75th 
of an ounce of gold, the lowest 
price since World War EL 

“In historical terms, silver is 
one of the few things in the world 
that is still cheap,” Mr. Theo 
Stacie 1m arm of Bank Julius Baer 
told Reuters. "Everything is open 
upwards.” 


“If the markets get the bit 
between their teeth, silver could 
easily go through $10 or $12,”. 
said Mr. David Williamson, head; 
of metals research at Shearson 
Lehman Brothers in London. 

Mexico and Peru together 
account for about one-third of the 
total world annual supplies of 403 
million ounces. 

In addition to the speculative 
fever, silver analysts in Zurich 
agreed that a string of factors 
over the last few months had 
'given a sound, fundamental basis 
for tbe metal's rise. 

Precious metals, traditionally a 
haven at times of high inflation, 
have been helped recently by 
signs that prices in the industrial- 
ised countries are set to pick up 
again now that the effects of- 
cheaper oil have worked through, 
the system. 

A belief that the worldwide 
stock exchange boom cannot go 
on forever has also led some 
investors to take profits on their 
shares and put money into gold 
and silver. 


Australia launches Nugget 


SYDNEY (R) — Australia on 
Thursday launched the Nugget — 
a series of gold coins aimed at 
capturing a slice of the market 
traditionally dominated by South 
Africa's Krugerrand. 

Sales of the Nugget, which 
come in four sizes named after 
famous gold discoveries, have 
already dramatically exceeded 
forecasts. 

“We had a target to sell 
130,000 ounces by June 30 this 
year. As of last night, at the close 
of the first day's pre-launch inter- 
national trading, 155,000 ounces 
had been sold around the world.” 
said Mr. Don Mackay-Coghill, 
one of a team of South African 
gold experts recruited to develop 
tile coins. 

The coins are 99.99 per cent 
pure and bear names evocative of 
Australia's past gold rushes. The. 
one ounce coin is named after the 
2,248 ounce Welcome Stranger 
— the world's largest Nugget, 
found in Victoria in 1869. 

The Western Australian De- 
velopment Corporation is pro- 
ducing the one ounce, half- 
ounce, quarter-ounce and tenth- 
of-an -ounce coins at the 87-year- 
old Perth Mint, run by its gold 
subsidiaiy Goldcorp Australia. 

Australian Prime Minister Bob 
Hawke and America's cup winner 
Dennis Conner officially laun- 
ched the issue. Goldcorp aims to 
capture at least 20 per cent of the 
$3.7 billion world' bullion coin 
market within three years. 

Mr. Mackay-Coghili, who 


launched the Krugerrand in the 
eariy 1970s for South Africa's 
Chamber of Mines, said he had 
been amazed at the response to 
Nugget. 

He told Reuters the Nugget 
was crucial to establishing Au- 
stralia and the Penh Mint as a 
major refiner and producer. 

The Perth Mint already refines 
about 80 tonnes of gold a year. It 
handles the bulk of Australia’s 
output plus gold from Papua New 
Guinea's O.K. Tedi project and 
Zimbabwe. 

After record gold production 
of 73 tonnes last year, Australia 
expects this year to produce 100 
tonnes. Fifty-seven tonnes were 
exported last year, accounting for 
three per cent of gross export 
earnings. 

In the first three months this 
year the figure rose to five per 
cent. 

Mr. Mackay-Coghill said up to 
half of Australia's gold output 
could eventually be devoted to 
the coins, which are competing 
against the Krugerrand, Canada's 
Maple Leaf and the U.S. Eagle. 

The Krugerrand has recently 
been overtaken by the Maple 
Leaf in terms of new output. In 
1984 the Krugerrand took 74.1 
tonnes of a total 125.2 tonnes of 
gold bullion coin minted, fol- 
lowed by the Maple Leaf at 36.1 
tonnes. 

The Krugerrand dropped to 
24.4 tonnes in 1985 while the 
Maple Leaf rose to 66.4 tonnes. 


U.S. House axes foreign aid boost 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
House slashed funding for prog- 
rammes across-the-board early 
Friday and e limin ated foreign-aid 
spending entirely in passing $8.5 
billion in new spending for this 
year. 

“The people of America are 
saying to us, ‘we want this (de- 
ficit) problem dealt with,'” said 
Representative Buddy Mackay, 
the opposition Democrat who 
sponsored the major amendment 
reining in what was an $11.3 
billion package of new spending. 

The fiscal 1987 supplemental 
appropriations bill was passed 
and sent to the Senate by a vote 
of 208-to-178. 

Although brought within 
budget, the measure could still 
face difficulties before final 
enactment, and President Ronald 
Reagan's advisers have said he 
might veto it. Besides spending 
priorities, the administration 
opposes Demoeratic-sponsored 


arms control language included in 
the bill. 

The bill was passed after a 
hectic 15-hour session of amend- 
ments ranging from conservative 
Republican attacks on individual 
spending items to Mr. Mackay's 
sweeping amendment, passed 
bipartisanly 263-to-123, that 
chopped the bill’s new program- 
mes by 21 per cent to save more 
than $2 billion. 

The bill was further reduced by 
a Republican-sponsored amend- 
ment that cut all $651 million in 
foreign aid from the bill.- House 
leaders tried to reverse the deci- 
sion, which canght them off 
guard, but it was sustained in a 
204-to-184 vote just before final 
passage of the bill. 

U I think it’s time that before we 
ship more money overseas, we 
start taking a look at home, 
folks,” said Representative 
James Traficant, among the 
Democrats supporting the 


amendment. 

The supplemental appropria- 
tions bill still includes money for 
an assortment of programmes 
and proposals, from agricultural - 
subsidies to a new assistant for 
Congress' physician, and non- 
spending provisions ranging from 
arms control to sea turtles. 

The debate was peppered by 
conservatice GOP amendments 
designed to remove preferential 
treatment for various spending 
programmes, but nearly all failed 
until tbe House then stripped out 
the foreign aid accounts. Repub- 
licans said too much money went 
to nations, especially in southern 
Africa, which criticise U.S. poli- 
cies. 

House speaker, Mr. Jim- 
Wright, the leader of the Demo- 
cr a tic-con trolled chamber, told 
reporters he was surprised by the 
foreign aid vote but was confident 
the money would be restored. 


S. Korean bank to run ailing shipping firm 


SEOUL (R) — The South Ko- 
rean government said Thursday it 
has ordered the Korea Exchange 
Bank (KEB) to take over the 
running of a hugely indebted 
shipping company whose chair- 
man committed suicide on 
Sunday. 

Finance Minister Chung In- 
Yong told reporters the state 
bank must ran tbe Pan Ocean 
Shipping Comany in dose coop- 
eration with other creditor banks 
until it becomes finandally vi- 
able. 

Mr. Chung made the 
announcement after attending an 
emergency government meeting 


called to help keep Pan Ocean, 
the country s largest shipping 
firm, in business. 

Pan Ocean is burdened by 
debts of more than 1,000 billion 
won ($1.2 billion) and has been 
further destabilised by internal 
management feuding. 

Earlier this month the govern- 
ment, ruling the firm could no 
longer operate under a debt 26 
times its capital, arranged defer- 
ment of 840 billion won ($100 
million) worth of debt repay- 
ments for more than five years.

Suharto’s party wins landslide victory 


JAKARTA (R) — Indonesian 
voters gave President Suharto 
and his ruling Golkar Party an 
unprecedented mandate as 
almost-complete results Friday 
showed the party taking 72 per 
cent of the vote in Thursday's 
election. 

Provisional figures from the 
National Election Commission 
showed Golkar winning all 27 
provinces with S6.3 million votes, 
trouncing the Muslim-backed 
United Development Party (PPP) 
which garnered 16 per cent of tbe 
tally with 12.7 million votes. 

A revived Indonesian Demo- 
cratic Party increased its share of 
the vote to 12 per cent, taking 
much support away from the PPP 
in the capital, Jakarta. 

Golkar officials had said repe- 
atedly befcne the election *tncfy 
thought the party could win at 
least 70 per cent, against 64 per 
cent in the last election in 1982. 

The figures showed the PPP, 
which got 29 per cent of the vote 
in 1982, narrowly losing Aceh, an

State Department urges defeat 
of pro- Armenian legislation 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
State Department has urged Con- 
gress to defeat a bill memorialis- 
ing Armenians massacred in Tur- 
key seven decades ago, asserting 
tbe measure will further under- 
mine troubled U.S.-Turkish rela- 
tions. 

Aud a Turkish embassy 
spokesman, calling the bill "total- 
ly unacceptable," disclosed that 
Ambassador Sukru Elekdag was 
summoned home from Washing- 
ton for consultations on a range 
of problems between the two 
countries. 

Earlier this month, the Turkish 
government, disturbed by con- 
gressional cuts in U.S. aid. sus- 
pended ratification of an agree- 
ment giving the United States 
rights to use military bases on 
Turkish soil. 

On Wednesday, the House of 
Representatives Post Office and 
Civil Service Committee voted 
14-to-4 to pass resolution judging 
Armenians killed from 1915- 
1923. in what is now Turkish 
territory, the victims of genocide. 

The committee, which has 
jurisdiction over commemorative 
legislation, designated April 24, 
1988 as an official day of re- 
membrance. 

Tbe bill must still clear tbe

A. — I would like half of East's ac- 
tion. Show me a man who can 
Judge, after a sequence like this, 
that a hand will make exactly nine 
tricks at hearts but not eight at no 
trump and 1 will show you a man 
who will be in demand for the next 
International team matches. Not 
that such a hand does not exist; I 
Just question whether anybody can 
judge that finely. All you have to 
do is switch a card here or there to 
change the outcome without alter- 
ing the bidding. 

If you are prepared to accept the 
fact that no one can place the cards 
so exactly, it follows that, if you 
don't want to get to game, you 
should simply pass two no trump. 
If you bid three hearts, for the mo- 
ment you are offering your partner 


a choice of games: he can bid either 
three spades, three no trump or 
four hearts. And since the action is 
forcing, it could even be the first 
move on a hand that is interested 
in a slam and wants to hear what 
partner has to say over three 
hearts.

Should I have responded two 
spade*, three spade* or two 
dobs (Staysoan)?

A. — In my opinion, all your pro- 
posed bids leave something to be 
desired. Reject two spades out of 
hand. That is a “drop dead" bid; 
partner should raise only with a 
maximum no trump and good 
spades , and your hand is too strong 
to stop short of game. There is no 
point in using Stayman, since it is 
most unlikely that partner has a 
four-card spade suit. 

Three spades has the virtue of 
being forcing, but it suggests that 
both three no tramp and four 
spades are viable contracts, de- 
pending on whether partner has 
three-card support With your un- 
balanced hand, you want to play in 
spades, even if partner has only a 
doubleton. Therefore, I would bid 
four spades with yoor hand.

Communist Party is tightening its 
grip on the media in what West- 
ern diplomats said Friday was an 
attempt by conservatives to 
strengthen their position before a 
leadership reshuffle expected la- 
ter this year. 

All non-registered newspapers 
and magazines have been ordered 
to close down and there are un- 
confirmed reports that all official 
publications have been ordered 
to re-register to give the gov- 
ernment a chance to dose many 
of them. 

Chinese sources say leading 
officials in many publishing orga- 
nisations have been removed 
since the campaign against 
“bourgeois liberalism” — West- 
ern political influences — began 
in January after tbe dismissal of 
party chief Hu Yaobang. 

Articles in the official press 
recently have stressed the need 
for the party to maintain tight 
supervision over official news- 
papers and magazines. 

"Tbe conservatives in tbe lead- 
ership want to extend their influ- 
ence over larger political issues, 
and control of the media is impor- 
tant in this respect," one Western 
diplomat said. 

He said there was likely to be 
much jockeying for position be- 
fore meetings over the next few 
months at which decisions will be 


made on important leadership 
changes and the future of propos- 


als for political reform. 

Tbe new balance of power be- 
tween the old conservatives and 
tbe generally younger reformists 
in the leadership will be unveiled 
at the party’s 13th congress, sche- 
duled to be held in September or 
October. 

Tbe number of magazines and 
newspapers m China has greatly 
increased over the past eight 
years. 

A new media and publications 
office of tbe party’s Propoganda 
Department, set up following 
party chief Hu's removal, is 
thought to be playing an impor- 
tant role in the new moves to 
tighten media controls.

Prime Minister David Lange 
said in a statement that Mr. Bud- 
nik must leave within seven days. 
He described the diplomat as an 
officer of the first chief directo- 
rate of the KGB. 

“He has been declared persona 
non grata on the grounds that his 
activities in New Zealand have 
not been in accord with his de- 
clared status,” Mr. Lange said. 

The prime minister said there 
would be no further comment 
from New Zealand. 

Mr. Budnik has been in New 
Zealand since August 1982. Jour- 
nalists who have met him de- 
scribed him as urbane, a good 
mixer and an excellent Engtish- 
speaker. 

A spokesman for Mr. Lange 
said Ambassador Vladimir Bykov 


was summoned to tbe Foreign 
Ministry Friday. “The situation 
was explained verbally and he 
was told of the expulsion.” 

The embassy said in a state- 
ment the expulsion was “an un- 
friendly move'* which contra- 
dicted New Zealand statements 
calling for better relations. 

“We resolutely reject the 
allegations against the political 
counsel of the embassy who al- 
ways completely exercised his di- 
plomatic duties ... we were not 
given any facts to prove this 
allegation," the embassy said.

Colombo vows to wipe 


out Tamil separatists 


MANILA (R) — President Cora- 
zon Aquino allied Friday for the 
formation of a “people power" 
army of trained citizens to con- 
front leftist rebels and right-wing 
groups seeking to grab power in 
the Philippines. 


The drop in world oil prices has 
badly hit Indonesia, the only 
Asian member of the Organisa- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries, and unemployment 
has grown alarmingly, Indonesian 
economists have said. 

The Democrats, presenting 
themselves as a party of youth 
and riding on a wave of nostalgia 
for the charismatic late President 
Sukarno, polled 28 per cent of the 
vote in Jakarta, doubling their 
tally from the 1982 election. 


Mrs. Aquino, who has survived 
four coup attempts and mutinies 
by dissident military factions 
.while fighting an 18-year-old 
Communist insurgency, said her 
advisers were studying the prop- 
osal. 


"The challenge is to mobilise 
people and involve them in die 
defence of their values and com- 
munities, but with all tbe safe- 
guards that will prevent the abuse 
of this great power,” she told 
army reservists at a suburban 
military camp. 


COLOMBO, Sri Lanka (AP) —

9 killed, 19 trapped in U.S. building collapse 


BRIDGEPORT, Connecticut 
(AP) — Rescuers using dogs and 
sensitive microphones picked 
through tonnes of concrete and 
steel Friday for 19 workers trap- 
ped when an unfinished high-rise 
apartment building "collapsed 
like dominoes," killing at least 
nine. 

“The chances of finding any- 
one alive are very minimal,” 
Mayor Thomas Bucci said late 
Thursday. “We haven’t given up 
hope. We're hoping there are- 
pockets within the destruction 
where survivors are located." 

Forty-one workers from the 
construction ate were alive and 
accounted for, including 12 who 


were hospitalised, Mr. Bucci 
said. Witnesses said some of the 
workers jumped “like pigeons” 
from the building as it fell. 

“The floors began collapsing 
like dominoes, said William Cur- 
bow, 47, a welder who said he 
jumped from the sixth floor. “I 


thought I was going to die.* 
Police said the search for 


Police said the search for the 
missing could take a week be- 
cause concrete slab had to be 
lifted carefully from tbe wreck- 
age. Two concrete pillars left 
standing when tbe building fell 
were demolished to protect res- 
cue workers. 

Families spent the night at a 
high school a few blocks away to 


await news of their relatives. 

City officials asked for help 
from Florida, California and 
Mexico, where authorities have 
experience dealing with major 
natural disasters, Joe Grabarz, 
assistant to Mr. Bucci, said 
Friday. 

“I think some of the guys are 
still alive. There are some tunnels 
where they could be getting air 
from,” Larry Edmonds, a con- 
struction worker from another 
site who went to help with the 
rescue, said late Thursday night. 

Several times the scene became 
quiet. All machinery was shut off 
as dogs were sent sniffing across 
tbe rubble in an eerie silence. 


Gunman captured after killing 6 in Florida 


PALM DAY, Florida (R) — A 
gunman was captured in this 
coastal town Friday after a wild 
shooting spree at two shopping 
centres in which six people were 
killed and 14 wounded, police 
said. 

The man, who had barricaded 
himself inride a supermarket, was 
persuaded to release three hos- 
tages. Police then tossed teargas 
cannisters and rushed into the 
store. 

The junman was caught unin- 
jured while trying to escape 
through a backdoor. 

Three people later emerged 
from the supermarket where they 
had bidden undetected, police 
said- 

Palm Day Police Chief’Chuck 
Simmons told reporters that six 
people, including two police 


officers, were killed. 


A witness to the shooting, Joe 
Caraavale, said: “All I heard was 
pop, pop, pop. I turned around 
and I just saw people fallin g, 
People were screaming. He just 
kept firing." 

Police said they did not know 
the motive for the shooting spree 
but a neighbour said the man had 
a drinking problem and had been 
drinking heavily earlier in the 
day. 


A police spokesman said the 
gunman, believed to be a Palm 
Bay resident, first opened fire 
with a semi-automatic rifle in the 
car park outside a supermarket. 

During the drama five bodies 
lay sprawled on the pavement in a 
supermarket car park, with police 
unable to retrieve them. 


The gunman then raced across 
the street to another shopping 
centre and opened fire again. 

_ ■ With the gunman barricaded 
inside the store, police cordoned 
off the area in Palm Bay, a 
coastal town of about 18,000peo- 
pie 50 kilometres south of Cape 
Canaveral. More than 100 police 
officers were called to tbe scene 
and an- armed emergency team 
was flown in by air force helicop- 
ter from a nearby base. 

In a similar incident on July 18, 
1984, a gunman killed 21 people 
in a restaurant in San Ysidro, 
California. 

The gunman, dressed in 
camouflage trousers and a T- 
shirt, was identified by police as 
William Cruise, a gray-haired 
Palm Bay resident believed to be 
in his 60s.

LONDON (R) — Britain's Queen Elizabeth has decided to 
knight former Labour Prime Minister James Callaghan with one 
of the most prestigious honours in tbe country, Buckingham 
Palace has announced. Callaghan, 75, who was prime minister 
from 1976 to 1979, provoked a row within the ranks of the 
opposition Labour Party last month when he directly contradicted 
Labour's non-nuclear defence policy by warning of the danger in 
discarding Britain's Trident nuclear deterrent. The queen has 
made him a knight of tbe Order of tbe Garter, one of the highest 
honours in Britain. While most of the complex British' honours 
system is effectively in the control of the governing prime 
minister, the Order of tbe Garter is bestowed at the sole 
discretion of the monarch. 


Test tube ‘twins* born 18 months apart 


LONDON (AP) — Test-tube pioneer Patrick Steptoe said 
Thursday the birth of test-tube sisters, fertilised at the same tim£ 
bat bom 18 months apart, marks a historic first in tbe use of 
frozen embryos. Mary Wright, a 38-year-old teacher, gave birth 
to her first test-tube daughter in October 1985 and her second on 
Wednesday — both from embryos that had been frozen at the 
same time. "It’s the first time that we have had two pregnancies 
from embryos recovered at one time, subsequently stored, and 
then thawed and replaced," Steptoe said in a telephone interview. 
“I don’t knbw of anybody else who has reported such a case. 


Bardot’s jewels to be auctioned 


PARIS (AP) — Brigitte' Bardot, kittenish sex symbol turned 
impassioned ecologist, has put some of her jewellery and a trove 
of souvenirs up for auction to raise money to create a foundation 
to protect anim als. The sale is to take place on June 17 at the. 
Druout auction house in Paris. Miss Bardot, 52, was famous in 
France during the 1960s and 70s but has withdrawn from public 
life. She lives alone on a small form in Saint-Tropez, making 
occasional appearances on behalf of animal protection. Though 
she continues to shun the press. Miss Bardot will be present at the 
sale, auctioneer Jacques Tajan told the Associated Press. "She 
won’t talk to reporters,” he said. “Her presence will be passive — 
she’ll be sitting in the front row." The jewellery, estimated to be 
worth about 2.5 million francs (about $420,000), includes an 
8.36-carat diamond, a sapphire-encrusted compact, three ruby- 
and -sapphire-studded bracelets signed by Cartier and two gold 
bracelets with elephant heads, their trunks intertwined. 


Bad drivers to pay 10 times more 


SYDNEY (R) — New South Wales drivers who have been 
banned from driving will have to pay 10 times more for their 
licences than good drivers. Transport Minister Ron Mulock has 
said. Under a new system to be introduced in Australia’s most 
populous state over the hext three years, drivers will be issued 
with different coloured photo-licences related to their record and 
ability. At the top of the scale a gold licence, lasting five years, 
mil cost 50 dollars ($35) to current licence holders who have 
never been banned. At the bottom are black 12-month probation- 
ary licences, costing 100 dollars ($70), which will be issued to any 
driver returning from an off-the road ban.

OTTAWA (AP) — Smoking will be restricted in workplaces 
under federal jurisdiction by the end of, the year and tobacco 
advertising will be banned in Canada by Jan. 1, 1989, the 
Conservative government has said. The measures are part of a 
comprehensive federal policy on smoking that is to include a new 
tobacco products control act with penalties of up to $100,000 and 
six months in jail for such major offences as violating an 
advertising ban or labelling requirement.
